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THE DELEGATES ARRIVING 


THH CONVENTION BUSTLE AND 
DISCUSSION BEGINNING. 
MAKING UP THE ROLL OF DELEGATES— 

THE CONVENTION IN _ANTI-CONKLING 
HANDS—-THE COMMITTEB ON CREDEN- 
TIALS—THE DISTRIBUTION OF TICKETS 
—FINDING QUARTERS FOR DELEGATES. 
' There were indications yesterday and last 
night at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel and in the 
room of the State Committee that the bustle 
and discussion preceding a State Convention 
were about te begin. From morning until 
night the stream of visitors, which has 
been slight up to this time, increased 
rapidly, and late in the afternoon 
and during the evening the small epart- 
ment used by the committee, and last Fall 
oecupied by Gen. Arthur as his office, was 
several times crowded with politicians well 
known in this City and State, Early in the 
day Mr. Edward M. Johnson, the Secretary, 
had made up the roll of delegates so far as 
elected and not contested. The roll, with 
spaces left for the districts and counties in 
which there are contests, will be submitted to 
the State Committee at its meeting 
on Wednesday morning. The commit- 
tee propose to decide which sets of 
delegates will be enrolled and allowed 
to occupy seats during the temporary organi- 
zation. The Stalwart majority of the State 
Committee will, it is believed, order the en- 
roliment of the Conkling delegates in all dis- 
tricts where there are contests. The issue as 
between the Conkling and anti-Conkling men 
will be tried, in ail probability, when Mr. 
Platt, as Chairman of the State Committee, 
proposes the name of a temporary Chairman. 
Last night the roll, as made up from the re- 
turns from all the counties except Putnam, 
which will elect delegates to-day, showed a 
majority of nearly 100 for the anti- 
Conkling men, Genesee, Schoharie, and 
Warren having elected anti-Conkllng dele- 
gates, and the Third Ulster District hav- 
ing chosen Stalwarts. With this majority, 
the contests in Oneida, Oswego, and Rich- 
mond being undecided, the anti-Conkling men 
may reject the Chairman proposed by the 
Stalwarts and elect a Chairman of their own 
selection. The temporary Chairman may or 
may not be allowed to name a Committee on 
Credentials. If the Chairman named by Mr. 
Platt is accepted, and the committee which he 
might offer should prove unsatisfactory to the 
convention, it may assume to itself the power, 
as itcertainly is entitled to the privilege, of 
naming its own committee by Congressional 
districts or in such manner as it may prefer. 

It is reported in Stalwart quarters that a 
Committee on Credentials of 16 is to be asked 
for, and to be composed of 7 Stalwarts, 5 anti- 
Conkling men, and 4 men who will be selected 
for their supposed fairness and moderation, 
and not identified conspicuously with either 
the Conkling or anti-Conkling men. This sug- 
gestions finds no favor with the anti-Conkling 
men, who do not believe that four mhern can be 
found among the delegates who are not *‘ iden- 
tified’ with either faction, who will not turn 
outin the end to be Conkling men, and make 
their decisions as squarely for the Conkling 
delegates asif they had been chosen in his 
name and interest. Whatever the plan of the 
Stalwarts may be, the leading men among 
them, such as Mr. Thomas C. Platt, Mr. 
John F. Smyth, Mr. John D. Lawson, Gen. 
George H. Sharpe, and others, all declare 
that the convention is not to be a 
quarrelsome one; on the contrary, they 
say that it will be entirely harmonious, that 
the contests will be disposed of fairly, and that 
the convention will do its work in such a way 
as to dissipate all fear that the party is not to 
be united inthe Fail campaign. During the 
afternoon Gen. Sharpe visited the committee, 
room and had a long and friendly consultation 
with Mr. Thomas C. Platt. After it was con- 
cluded, Gen, Sharpe said he could not 
say what the programme of the State 
Committee in the convention would be, 
but that he had every reason to believe that 
it would be one which would be satisfactory 
to all Repulicans. The possibility of getting 
through with the convention work amicably 
is increased in the estimation of Stalwarts 
and anti-Conkling men _ alike, by the 
declaration made by several of Mr. Conkling’s 
friends that the ex-Senator has decided not to 
attend the convention, No one couidgive any 
reason for this decision on Mr: Conkling’s part, 
but there was only one opinion regarding it, 
and that was one of unqualified approval. 

An extraordinary degree of interest was yes- 
terday manifested in the fortheoming conven- 
tion by a host of visitors to the committee- 
room in search of tickets of admission. Ap- 
plications were made to Secretary Johnson by 
from 50 to 100 persons, who were anxious to 
obtain from 10 to 20 tickets each for them- 
selves and friends. The tickets were not yet 
ready, and all applicants were referred to 
Justice Solon B. Smith, who has charge 
ot the seating of delegates and the issue of 
tickets to delegations, to be by them dis- 
tributed to their alternates and frends, It is 
evident that a much larger number of persons 
than can get into the Academy of Music will 
ask for tickets to-day and to-morrow. The 
distribution, except that of tickets to 
the boxes, will be deferred until 
Wednesday morning, and then the 
number of tickets will be limited to very near- 
ly the seating capacity of the house. A large 
number of personsis to be accommodated with 
seats on the stage, where, perhaps, 300 or 400 
chairs will be arranged in such a way as to 
command a view of the convention and yet 
not interfere with the work of the Secretaries 
and the presiding officer. 

The cemmittee appointed by the Central 
Committee to make arrangements for the con- 
venience of delegates from out-of-town dis- 
tricts, has arranged for the entertainment of 
delegates ‘at several hotels. Mr. Jacob Hess, 
Chairman of the committee, reports that 50 
delegates will be taken at the Gilsey House. 
At the Westminster, at Sixteenth-street and 
Irving-place, there are rooms for. 40 deie- 
gates. ‘The Morton House, at  Broad- 
way and Fourteenth-street, will take 50 
delegates. The Astor House will find 
rooms for 15 or 20 delegates who ma 

refer to stay downtown. The Erie and Al- 

any County delegates, 45 altogether, have 
engaged rooms at the Metropolitan Hotel. 
Senator-elect Warner Miller, of the Herkimer 
delegation, has taken rooms in the Fifth-Ave- 
nue Hotel, and will arrive to-day. The Mont- 
gomery County delegates have arrived, and 
are at the Park-Avenue Hotel. Already the 
fear is expressed that great difficultywill be 
encountered in bringing members of district 
delegations together for consultation, as 
it appears that in only a few instances has any 
agreement been reached by which the delegates 
from different counties will be brought to- 
gether under one roof, except in the conven- 
tion. The inappropriateness of the selection 
by the State Committee of this City as a place 
for holding the convention is very gen- 
erally recognized when the _ difficulty 
of obtaining good hotel accommodations 
for all the delegates near the _ hall 
in which the convention is to be held, is discov- 
ered. Most of the hotels are filled with visitors 
and business men, and it seems inevitable that 
delegations must be scattered al lover the City. 
The demands of thousands of persons for a/- 
mission promises fo proveaserious annoyance, 
in view of the fact that but a mere fraction of 
the number applying will be able to obtain 
tickets of admission. 

There is little talk as yet about candidates 
on the State ticket. Attorney-General Ward, 
whose friends uge him as a candidate for re- 
nomination, isin the City and at the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel. The proposition to renominate 
him meets with favor among the Stalwarts. 
Cayuga County and Allegany, in which 
county Gen. Ward resides, do not regard 
the proposition to re~ominate him as a 
good one, and they will probably oppose 
it. The name of Sens Ira Davenport 
is mentioned with favor in connection with 
the Controllersbin. and so is that of Assembly- 
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man Henry L. Duguid, of Onondaga, Mr. 
Davenport, who arrived last night, and is at 
the St. James, is represented by his friends as 
preferring the nomination for the Senate in 
the Twenty-seventh District, which he now 
represents, 

Among the Republicans at the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel last night was the Hon. Orlow W, Chap- 
man, who, immediately after his arrival, had 
along and confidential talk with ex-Senator 
Platt. Mr. Thomas S. Mott, of Oswego, also 
arrived and visited the State Committee 
room. Among others were the Hon. Edwin 
W. Stoughton, Mr. John F. Smyth, ex-Police 
Commissioner and Star-route-straw-bond-man 
DeWitt C. Wheeler, Deputy Secretary of State 
Anson S. Wood, Assemblyman Robert Ray 
Hamilton, Col. James M, Varnum, Jeremiah 
Drew, Veputy Attorney-General Everett, 
Special Agent Griffiths, Mr. Arthur B. John- 
son, Mr. John D. Lawson, ex-Assemblyman 
Edward Mitchell, and ‘‘ Col.” Michael Cregan, 
of the Sixteenth District, who expresses his 
unmitigated disgust that there should be any 
talk about a probability of anything but_a 
harmonious convention. 

Among the anti-Conkling delegates to the 
convention who were in the ces yesterday 
there was a very general expression in favor 
of making the Hon. Chauncey M. Depew the 
permanent Chairman of the convention. The 
only other name canvassed was that of Theo- 
dore M. Pomeroy, of Auburn. 

The tone of the Stalwarts on the subject of 
‘‘running”’ the State Convention has material- 
ly changed within the last two days. Their 
talk is now almost invariably for ‘‘ harmony.”’ 
Whether the majority against them is so large 
that they think it will not be an easy task to 
‘‘capture” the convention by the old- 
time machine methods, or whether they 
have suddenly become eonverts to 
the rule of the majority, is not known, 
but from intimations thrown out by 
several leading Stalwarts yesterday, it would 
appear that a harmonious convention would 
be very acceptable to a certain high officer. 
Indeed, one of them said bluntly that Presi- 
dent Arthur was decidedly opposed to any 
row in the convention, and trusted that no 
friend of his would give any cause of dis- 
turbance,

TALK AMONG THE LEADERS. 
CLAIMING AND CONCEDING AN ANTI-CONK- 
LING MAJORITY —MR. CONEKLING TO 


STAY AWAY. 

Among the Cayuga County delegates, 
who arrived last evening, is Senator Woodin, 
of Auburn, who is staying at the Metropoli- 
tan Hotel. He says the sentiment of the Re- 
publicans of his part of the State is almost 
unanimous against Conkling, and he doubts 
whether, on a full and fair vote of Republi- 
cans, Mr. Conkling eould secure a single dele- 
gate to the’ State Convention from any As- 
sembly district west of Albany, except, per- 
haps from the city of Buffalo. With regard 
to President Arthur, he says there is a disposi- 
tion among Repubiicans to treat him fairly 
and await developments. The chief appre- 
bension is that Mr. Conkling will be the 
‘* power behind the throne’? and run the new 
Administration. Should future events justify 
this apprehension, it will be impossible, he 
thinks, for the Administration to enjoy the 


confidence and support of the Republican 
Party of this State, whatever may be its 
policy. Mr. Woodin has no doubt that the 
anti-Conkling men will control the coming 
State Convention, as they ought to do, being 
in a large majority in the convention, and 
having a much larger majority of the 
Republican voters of the State at their 
back. Any attempt on the part of the 
Conkling men to ‘‘capture’® the conven- 
tion by trick or fraud, he says, would be an 
outrage, and will be resisted to the last ex- 
tremity. He says he does not anticipate any 
such attempt now, although it was doubtless 
contemplated a week ago. The primary elec- 
tions throughout the State bave developed 
such an unmistakable and overwhelming sen- 
timent against the further rule of Conkling 
that even his boidest and most unscrupulous 
henchmen are compelled to heed it. The 
anti-Conkling men, he says, should organize 
the convention and run it, as they havea 
right to do, but he is not in favor of a pro- 
scriptive policy, such as the ‘‘ Stalwarts”’ have 
always carried out against their opponents. 
He is in favor of giving them an equal show 
on the State ticket, and of renominating 
such of the present State officers as 
desire a renomination. He does not ap- 
prehend any disagreement about the 
platform, and thinks the convention will 
be harmonious, unless the minority attempts 
to rule the ee gies in matters that are 
deemed essential. The next State Committee, 
he says, will, of course, be anti-Conkling. 

Several other anti-Conkling delegates yes- 
terday expressed similar views to those of Mr. 
Woodin in reference to the State ticket to 
be nominated on Wednesday. Senator Bird- 
sall, of Queens, who heads a delegation 
of 15 anti-Conkling men from his Senatorial 
district, said that he was in favor of the re- 
nomination of the entire State ticket if the in- 
cumbents desired 1t; but he did not propose, 
so far as he was concerned, to let the organi- 
zation of the party in this State remain in the 
hands of a faction that had lost the confidence 
of at least three-fourths of the Republican 
voters of the State. As an example of the 
Republican sentiment in his district, he said 
that, with allthe efforts of ‘‘Steve’’ French 
and Assemblyman Carpenter, they were only 
able to poll seven votes in the district where 
they lived, and that not a single Conkling man 
was sent to the State Convention out of the 15 
delegates from the First Senatorial District. 

The Hon. Ellis H. Roberts, of the Utica 
Herald, arrived in the City last evening, and 
is at the Metropolitan Hotel. He says 1t was 
understood in Utica when he left there that 
Mr. Conkling weuld not attend the State Con- 
vention, but would be represented by his alter- 
nate. Mr. Roberts says that there is no ques- 
tion but that the entire anti-Conkling delega- 
tion of 13 from Oneida County was honestly 
elected, and he thinks the proofs of it will be 
sufficient to convinceany fxir-minded commit- 
tee on contested seats, 

Mr. Stephen B. French, President of the 
Police Board, received many visitors yester- 
day. Among those who calied were Assem- 
blymen Broasky, ‘Trimble, 1. I. Hayes, and E. 
A. Carpenter, ‘‘Jimmy” Davis, ex-Collector 


Murphy, Justices Bankson}T. Morgat, and 


Solon B. Smith, John {. Davenport, John J. 
O’Brien, De Witt Clinton Wheeler, Commis- 
sioner Jacob Hess, Alderman McClave, and 
Robert G. McCord. The position of the Conk- 
ling men was almost the sole topic that was 
discussed, and the majority frankly admitted 
the the anti-Conkling men possessed the con- 
vention. John J. O’Brien said: ‘* Roscoe 
Conkling will not be at the convention. I can 
tell you that, whileI cannot tell you why Iam 
so positive. We Stalwarts are going in as 
quiet as lambs, and we will let the other fel- 
lows run the convention. We will let them 
organize it, nominate the State ticket, and do 
all the business. But what wiil they do with- 
out poor Roscoe to hit at? They’ll be like the 
Irishman who went to Donnybrook Fair after 
the fair and the ye were over. But you 
can just bargain thatif we wanted to stop 
them having a convention we could do it.” 

President French said: ‘‘ I understand that 
Mr. Conkling will not be at the convention. I 
do nat know the reason for this decision, as I 
have not seen Mr. Conkling for several weeks, 
and have not communicated with or received 
messages from him directly or indirectly, Mr. 
Conkling’s friends will bein the minority at 
the convention. I know of no programme for 
the Republicans who are known as Stalwarts, 
but I know this, that if there is not complete 
harmony at the convention it will not be their 
fault. Mr. Conkling’s friends will attend the 
convention as delegates, and there will be no 
factious opposition. They will not by act or 
word cause even a ripple of ill-feeling as far 
as they are concerned the proceedings of the 
convention will be harmonious, and | can add 
that they will support the ticket that is nomi- 
nated.” Commissioner Mason who was pres- 
ent when Mr. French made these remarks said 
that he thoroughly approved them, except as 
to conceding‘the convention to the anti-Conk- 
ling men. It would be time to do that when the 
convention met,

A DISTRICT NOT REPRESENTED. 
The Twelfth Ward Republican Associa- 
tion of the Nineteenth Assembly District will 
contest the action of the district convention 
on the election of delegates to the Republican 
State Convention. and demand. representation 


for the Twelfth Ward Association. In the 
Nineteenth Assembly District there are two 


Republican associations—the Twelfth and 
Twenty-second Ward organizations. The 
former was organized last Fall under the 
direction of the Republican Central Com- 
mittee, and its representation in the Central 
Committee was provided for, as well as in the 
district conventions. Of the 11 delegates to 
the Central Committee, 3 were apportioned to 
the Twelfth Ward association and 8 to the 
Twenty-second. Mr. William Bleakley, Presi- 
dent of the first-named organization, says that 
this snap-judgment upon them was not unex- 
pected, and so they had fully prepared them- 
selves before meeting in joint convention by 
electing Josepb C. Meredith as their delegate 
to the State Convention. ‘‘The others could 
do as they pleased, though,’ said Mr. Bleak- 
ley, “in the district convention, for we 
had only 10 delegates, against 24 from the 
Twenty-second Ward. @ were entitled to 
one delegate to the State Convention, but the 
majority were not sure that our representa- 
tive would be a Conkling man, and, to make 
assurance doubly sure, they put us in the 
shade and elected three of their own kind. 
We shall certainly contest this eleetion, and 
contend that, as an independent organization, 
founded under resolution of the Central Com- 
mittee, we are entitled to individual represen- 
tation in the State Convention, as we have 
been in every other convention. We shall 
also contend that the primaries of the Twenty- 
second Ward association were irregular, in 
that they were not advertised two days, as 
called for by the rules of the Central Commit- 
tee; that the primaries of the Twelfth Ward 
association were regular in this respect.”

MORE INDIAN MURDERS. 


THE MILITARY PURSUING A BAND OF CHIRI- 
CAHUA APACHES—OUTRAGES REPORTED. 
Tucson, Arizona, Oct. 3.—It became 

known at the sub-agency in San Carlos Reser- 

vation on Oct. 1 that the Chiricahua Apaches, 
numbering about 350, all told, had left the 
reservation. Soon after leaving the agen- 
ey they stole 20 head of cattle, and early 
the following morning they killed some 
citizens, On Oct. 2 a citizen and a 


line repairer and a telegraph operator 


by the name of Giddell were murdered be- 


tween Camps Thomas and Grant. Col. San- 
ford immediately went in pursuit of the hos- 
tiles with three companies of cavalry, striking 


them yesterday afternoon near Cedar Springs, 
15 miles north of Camp Grant. The Indians, 
under Natchez, a son of the noted warrior 
Cachise, outnumbered the soldiers and made 
the attack. The Indians took to the hills, but 
were driven out. An irregular fight then took 
place, lasting about four hours, with the loss of 
one Seargent killed and four soldiers 
wounded. The loss of the Indians is not 
stated, but 1s believed to be heavy. Bar- 
tols Somariego, a freighter; B. Gomez 
Estrado, D. Carmdo, J. Rios, and J. L. 
Molino, teamsters, were murdered near Cedar 
Springs, on the road from Camp Grant to 
Thomas, yesterday. The Indians are moving 
south in the direction’of Willcox, and fighting 
is reported to be going on at Hudson’s ranch, 8 
miles north. A number of White Mountain 
Indians, under George and Bonito, is said to 
have joined the Chiricahuas. Most of the 
White Mountain Indians paroled by Gen. 
Willcox are said to have joined the hostiles. 

San Francisco, Oct. 3.—A Tucson dispatch 
says the Star’s special from Willcox gives 
the following particulars of the fight at 
Cedar Creek: ‘‘The Indians, numbering 
75 to 100, atuacked Samaniegos’s train about 
one mile east of Cedar Springs, between 8 and 
9 o’clock in the morning, killing Bartolo Sama- 
niegos and five teamsters. Samaniegos and the 
men made a stubborn fight for — their 
lives. The Indians attacked Sanford’s 
command about 3 o’clock the same after- 
noon, three miles from the _ station. 
The fight lasted until dark, when the Indians 
withdrew. A -telegraph operator and four 
soldiers, who were repairing the telegraph 
line, were also killed by the Indians. San- 
ford’s command lost one Sergeant killed and 
six men wounded.”

EVENTS AT WASHINGTON 


THE FIGHT AGAINST THE STAR 
ROUTE RING. 

A MOTION TO QUASH THE INFORMATION TO 
BE MADE AFTER GIVING THE GOVERN- 
MENT DUE NOTICE—BRADY 8 LAST GIFT 
TO THE DORSEYS—AN ORDER THAT WILL 
SAVE $26,881 A YEAR. 

Wasurineton, Oct. 3.—It having- been 
announced in some of the local papers that the 
counsel for Gen. Brady would make a motion 
to-day to quash the information filed against 


- him by the Government, District Attorney Cork- 


hill, as a representative of William A. Cook, 
asked the court to-day that the Government 
should have two days’ notice before any such 
motion should be heard, Col. Cook is not well 
and could not have argued such a motion to- 
day. The court decided that such a course would 
be pursued and that notice would be given to the 


Government through Col. Cook. It is under- 
stood that the motion to quash the information 
will be made on Wednesday or Thursday and 
that Gen. Brady’s counsel will hold that the 
mode of procedure is unusual and that the 
grounds of the information are insufficient. 

While the Department of Justice is pressing 
the star route ring men in the courts, the Post 
Office Department continues to reduce the 
heavy pay which they fraudulently secured 
under the Hayes Administration. An order 
which took effect on Saturday last cut off all 
the expedition and four trips per week 
on Route No. 38,113, from Kawlins to 
White River. Thesum in this way deducted 
from the annual pay was $26,881, of which 
more than $20,000 was the cost of the expedi- 
tion. This is one of the Dorsey routes. Its 
length is 180 miles, and it was let to John 
W. Dorsey, in 1878, for $1,700 per year. 
The service was only one trip per 
week, and the time allowed was 108 
hours. Dorsey’s work was inexcusably 
poor, and he was continually quarreling with 
his sub-contractors, whom he had engaged to 
work for small sums. The service was so bad 
that temporary contracts were given four 
times within six months to local men to fill 
the gaps. Many complaints were made, 
and it was said by the complainants 
that none but ring men could so long have 
avoided the department’s declaration that 
they were failing contractors. Army officers 
atone time reported that there had been no 
service for about three months. Aftera time 
8S. W. Dorsey took the route from his brother. 
By reducing the running time from 108 to 45 
hours, and increasing the number of trips to7, 
the pay had been raised from $1,700 to $31,981 
per year. Theaddition of four trips and $18,275 
wes made by Brady just before he was dis- 
missed and just after Mr. James had come in. 
It was the last thing he could do for the Dor- 
seys. The reduction which has just taken 
effect was made by the express direction otf 
the Postmaster-General, because the extra 
trips were added after he had become the head 
of the department.

THE COMING EXTRA SESSION. 
SENATORIAL CAUCUSES TO BE HELD THIS 
WEEK—THE PROSPECT OF A DEAD-LOCK. 
WasHINGTon, Oct. 3.—Everything is now 
in readiness at the Capitol for the meeting of 
the Senate on Monday pext. The Senate 
Chamber has been thoroughly renovated, and 
the desks and furniture which were tempo- 
rarily removed have been restored. The Re- 
publican Senators will meet in caucus on Sat- 
urday morning next, and it is understood that 
the Democratic Senators will hold a similar 
meeting on Friday or Saturday night. The 
Democrats will nominate Mr. Bayard for 
President pro tem., and it is believed the Re- 
publicans will nominate Mr. Anthony. It 
is not known whether the MKepub- 
licans will present the same list of 
officers that was presented last Spring.

If this course is pursued, and that it should be 
is unquestionable, the dead-lock of last Spring 
over the election of officers will be continued 
unless some understanding is previously 
reached by the two parties.

GUITEAU AND THE GRAND JURY. 

WasHinetor, Oct. 3.—It is understood 
that the Grand Jury to-day virtually finished 
the Guiteau case, and that soon after meeting 
to-morrow they will be ready, formally, to 


pass upon the indictment which has been 
drawn. The only witnesses heard by the jury 
were Surgeon-General Barnes, who testified as 
tothe wound; George W. Adams, who saw 
the shooting; Officer Kearney, who was on 
duty at the Baltimore and Potomac depot 
at the time the fatal shot was fired, 
and Dr. Lamb, who eonducted the 
autopsv.

During the trial every precaution will be 
taken to keep out of the court-room all whose 
character for law and order is not fully known 
to the officers of the court, While the trial 
will be technically open to the public, great 
care will be exercised to prevent the admission 
of any one who wouid be likely to make an at- 
tempt on Guiteau’s life.

THE SULTAN AND THE KHEDIVE. 
A TURKISH COMMISSION SENT TO CAIRO 
TO ASSIST IN SETTLING DIFFERENCES. 

CoNSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 8.—Nizami Pasha 
end another imperial Commissioner leave here 
for Alexandria to-day. Other members of the 
commission are Ali Fuad Bey and two of the 
Sultan’s aide-de-eamps. The Sultan acted in 
the matter without consulting his Ministers. 
\It is feared in ministerial and diplomatic cir- 
cles that this intervention in Egyptian affairs 
will create grave embarrassments. Each of 
tho delegates is intrusted with a special task. 
Nizami Pasha is directed to discover the causes 
leading to the recent outbreak at Cairo, Ali 
Fuad Bey’s mission is of a political char- 
acter, namely, to participate in the ultimate 
diplomatic negotiations between the Khédive 
and the representatives of the powers. Ho is 
also to report to the Sultan the reasons why 
the Khédive has hitherto neglected making a 
voyage to Constantinople, and thus recog- 
nizing the Sultan’s suzerainty. The third 
Commissioner, Mahmoud Bey, will assist 
both of his colleagues in their respective tasks. 
The delegates have taken with them all the 
firmans and ordinanees relating to Egypt is- 
sued since the time of Mehemet Ali. They 
have also taken a new firman, the contents of 
which are unknown. No information was 
given to the foreign embassies beforehand of 
the intended departure of the mission.

TAMMANY’S NEW WAR CRY 


—_—@———. 
JOHN KELLY MAKES OUT A POLICY 
OF OPPOSITION TO MONOPOLIEE. 
THE MASS-MEETING IN TAMMANY HALL LAST 

NIGHT—A NOISY DEMONSTRATION—KEL- 
LY’S ANTI-MONOPOLY SPEECH—RESOLU- 
TIONS DECLARING TAMMANY’S POSITION. 
What purported to bea grand anti-monopoly 
mass-meeting was held in Tammany Hall last even- 
ing, and it drew together precisely the same crowd 
of noisy, demonstrative men which is acoustomed 
to gather under the auspices of Tammany. By 8 
o’clock the floor and the gallery of the hall was 
filled, and a band of music was engaged in 
drumming up recruits on the outside of the build- 
ing, where two large stands were erected in an- 
ticipation of the great crowd which was expected 
to throng Fourteenth-street. Only afew people 
came together, however, and but one of the stands 
was used for an out-door meeting. Inside the 
hall those on the floor were obliged to stand, all 
the seats having been removed, and asthe air was 
close, and rendered still more oppressive by tobac- 
co smoke from numberless cigars and clay pipes, it 
is not, perhaps, to be wondered at that the audi- 
ence was restless and uneasy, and that a great 
part of it,disappeared before the close of the 
meeting. It had been announced that Peter 
Cooper, Jere Black, Horatio Seymour, and a large 
number of gentlemen of equal prominence were 
to be present and address the meeting, but nono 
of these brilliant luminaries made their appear- 
ance to rejoice with Tammany on its formal 
alliance with tke Anti-Monopoly League. The 
platform was filled with sugh well-known ward 
politiclans as ex-Judge Duffy, ex-Judge Quinn, 
and ex-Assemblyman Grady, and Surrogate Calvin 
was the only man of? real prominence to be seen. 
Shortly after 8 o’clook John G. Boyd ealled the 
meeting to order, and nominated for Chairman 
“that illustrious Democratic leader and noble 
citizén, the Hon. John Kelly.”” Mr. Kelly was 
elected with due unanimity, andas he stepped to 
the front of the platform he was greeted with a 
series of yells and shouts and cheers which would 
have raised the roof of any building but Tam- 
many Hall. When the uproar ceased Mr. Kelly 
mado a speech half an hour long, in which he suc- 


ceeded in demonstrating to his own satisfaction 
and that of his hearers that Tammany had 
always been opposed to monopolies on prineipie, 
and that the time had now come to openly espouse 
the cause represented by the Anti-Monopoly 
League. *‘ For some reason which has never been 
made clear to the people,” he said, ‘‘ both the 
great political parties have studiously avoided 
meeting the issues presented by the monopoly 
question. Perhaps they were frightened by the 
great power wielded by the corporations, but 
things have gone so far now that the issue 
must be met, ard met right here in Tam- 
many Hall.” he Anti-Monopely League has 
applied to the Legislature of the State and 
tothe national legislature time and time again, 
without gaining any redress. The State and na- 
tional Legislatures were controlled by Republi- 
cans, and this fact places the responsibility on the 
Republican Party. “Now,” said the leader of 
Tammany, ‘we ask the Democratic Party to take 
this subject in hand, and to send no man to the 
Legislature unless he pledges himself in advance to 
legislate for the whole people of this country, 
and not for the corporations which have 
come into power within the last fow 
years.” At this announeement of the new de- 
perture of Tammany, the audience manifested 
its approval by yels and screams. Mr. Kelly then 
treated his hearers to a few facts from ancient his- 
tory, which he had carefully gathered from tho 
columns of the newspapers. From 1862 to 1871, he 
said, 175,835,405 acres of our choicest lands were 
given to the railroad corporations, an amount 
equal to 293,000 square miles, or the combined area 
of Maine, Now-Hampshire, Vermont, Muassachu- 
sotts, Khode Island, Connecticut, New-York, New- 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware. Marylaad, Ohio, 
and Indiana. The Northern Pacifie Railroad alone 
received 47,000,000 acres. Kingdems have thus been 
given away to a few men, and if this state of things 
is allowed to continue it will not be long before the 
eame power of the lana@lords which is now crushing 
the people of Ireland, England, and Scotland will be- 
gin to be felt in this country. Laboring people are 
becoming tired of the countries in which they were 
born and are coming here in great numbers. Most 
of them go West to purchase land. Before these 
enormous grants were made to the railroads they 
could have purchased the choicest land from the 
Government for $125 an acre. Now they are 
forced to pay high prices to the corporations to 
whom the land was given. ‘‘Let the American 
people,” said Mr. Kelly, ‘‘see to it that this thing 
stops right here. The Democratic Party must take 
these matiers up and make itself responsible for 
the men whom it sends to the Legislature. The 
issue is the rights of the people. against the abuse 
of power by the monopolists, and, as Democrata, 
we can find no more worthy issue to engage our 
attention.”’ 

When the noisy demonstration of applanse which 
greeted his speech had ceased, Mr. Kelly announced 
that a committee appointed by Tammany had pre- 
pared an address to the people of America, which 
would pow bo read. It was very lengthy, and 
Maurice Holahan would read the first portion and 
ex-Assemblyman Thomas F, Grady the last. Mr. 
Grady’s aspirations to appear in the role ofa 
reader were doomed to disappointment. The 
moment Mr. Holahan began to read there 
was a movement in the rear of the hall 
toward the door, and before the intro- 
duction was completed half the audience 
had disappeared. Mr. Kelly saw that 
his meeting was rapidly dissolving, and he made 
one bound toward Holahan and whispered in his 
ear. Holahan fizished his sentence, folded his proof 
sheets and meekly retired to the back of the 
stage. Then Mr. Kelly announced that in conse- 
quence of the great length of the document and the 
heat of the evening, the reading would be dis- 
pensed with. A sigh of relief went up from those 
who still remained in the hall, and the movement 
toward the door, which had threatened to empty 
the room, was checked. Mr. F. B. Thurber, of the 
leaders of the Anti-monopoly League, was then 
introduced, and made an address which was 
attentively listened to and frequently interrupted 
by applause. He explained in detail the objects 
of the league, which are to secure laws compelling 
transportation companies to base their charges 
upon “cost and risk of service,” instead of upon 
the new theory enunciated by them of '* What will 
the trafic bear?’ to prevent pooling and combina- 
tiorsof the railroads: to prohibit unjust diserim- 
ination against any class of citizens on the public 
highways; to establish Railroad Commissioners in 
courts, State as weli as national, to give effect to 
laws which are, or may be, placed upon the statute- 
books; to protect the public from being taxed on 
watered stock; to secure stringent laws against 
bribery, including a prohibition of free passes; to 
inaugurate a liberal policy toward our water-ways, 
and to provide for the restriction, within proper 
limits, of corporate powers and privileges general- 
ly. Mr. Thurber said he had been told that 
Tammany Hall was not sincere in its profes- 
sions of anti-monopoly; that it would cap- 
ture and monopolize and strangle the child. 
The league did not believe this. ([Yells.] 
* For one.’ said the speaker, ‘‘I say all honor to 
Tammany Halli for thus early recognizing this is- 
sue. We hope all other perwes and sections of 
parties willdo as well. If they do, then the Anti- 
Monopoly League will not take sides; if they do 
not, it will support the candidates of Tammany 
Hall and see that they act up to their professions. 
This is what the league has come for, and it has 
come to stay until the people’s rights are obtained. 
It will affiliate with no one party; it will trade with 
nobody. but it will watch everybody.” 

Resolutions were passed denouncing tho en- 
croachment of corporate monopolies upon puble 
rights, declaring that the Democratic Party by its 
principles, history, and traditions is committed to 
sustaining the rights of the people as embodied in 
the Constitution, and that therefore itis its duty 
to combat monopoly. which is fast concentrating 
the wealth of the country in the hands of a privi- 
leged class to the great detriment of the whole 
people, and that it is the duty of the Demo- 
cratic Party to select candidates who will 
support these principles and measures. Another 
resolution declaring the confirmation of Stanley 
Metthews, who has been a paid advocate of corpo- 
tions, asa Justice of the Supreme Court to be un- 
wise and unjust, and denouncing the Senators who 
voted for him as derelict in their public duties and 
agents to fasten a yoke upon the necks of the peo- 
ple, was also passed. Brief addresses were made 
by Judge R. B. Carpenter, of South Carciina: Gen. 
8. J. Crook, and ex-Assemblyman Thomas F. 
Grady, and the meeting then adjourned.

THE JAPANESE SILK BUSINESS SUSPENDED-— 
FEATURES OF THE GRAIN MARKETS, 


OutpuaAM, Oct. 3.—The Oldham mills have 
fully resumed work to-day. 

Lonpon, Oct. 3.—A telegram from the 
Chamber of Commerce at Yokohama, dated Satur- 
day, says the silk business of Japan is suspended 
owing to the new and oppressive conditions of 
sale imposed by the Japanese Guild, which the for- 
eign buyers resist. 

In accordance with the recent decision of the 
iron-masters to reduce the production of pig-iron, 
only 105 furnaces are working in the Scottish iron- 
works this week, against 121 last week. 

The Mark-Lane Express, in its review of the 
British grain trade for the past week, says: ‘Since 
Monday the weather has been fine and Autumnal. 
Much progress has been made with late crops, but 
the condition in which the grain is being stacked 
is very indifferent. Inthe later districts of Scot- 
land, and in the northern and some of the midland 
counties of England, there are stijl some green 
crops, and it is not probable that thesc can mature. 
As thrashing proceeds the damage becomes more 
apparent. The offerings of native wheat are in- 
creasing. The latest samples show an occasional 
better condition, but the bulk is much sprouted 
and discolored and fetches disappointing prices. 
All native produce is more or less out of condition 
and difficult tosell. ‘the supply in London has in- 
creased. Sound dry parcels close 1s. better 
throughout the country. Inferior is becorning un- 
salable. Of foreign, about half of the week’s sup- 

.ply was Amerie-n. The spot trade has improved

The floating supply decreased 
on the week. Flour is firm and is coming forward 
more freely. Foreign is 6d. to 1s. dearer. Of bar- 
ley there was @ small offering; grinding sorts sell 
slowly and are 6d. cheaper. Foreign good sorts 
are in request at hardening rates; inferior sorts are 
in buyers’ favor. Oats—Old Winters are 
very scarce and in much _ request.

Maize improved 1s, 
since Monday. The sales of English wheat during 
the week were 52,231 quarters at 47s. 9d. per quar- 
ter, against 49,645 quarters at 40s.

NAVAL INTELLIGENCE. 


REPORTS FROM THE VESSELS ON THE ASIATIC 
STATION. 

WasuHInGtTon, Oct. 3.—The Navy Depart- 
ment is in receipt of the following news from the 
United States vessels on the Asiatic stations: 
** The flag-ship Monacacy, with Rear-Admiral 
Clitz on board, and the Alert, were at Yokohama 
on Sept. 9. The Ashuelot was at Kobe, and the 
Swatora at Chefoo, China. Commander Sampson, 
of the Swetara, reports to the Admiral that he re- 
ceived by the same miail two letters from the 
United States Minister at Peking, the first, dated 
Aug. 15, requesting him to visit Swatow, China, 
should his instructions permit, and the second, 
dated Aug. 17, withdrawing the request. Admiral 
Clitz received two letters from Mr. Angell at 
the same time and bearing tho same dates as the 
above, the first informing him that the Swatow 
guild of Chinese merchants had closed all inter- 


ceurse with foreign merchants in an effort to 
change the Customs regulations by forcing the for- 
eign Consuls and Ministers to interfere, The com- 
mercial dead-lock lasted from the 26th’of July till 
the 9th of August, when trade was resumed and 
fear of trouble removed. The Palos left Shanghal, 
China, Aug. 15, touched at Amoy Aug. 20, anchored 
under the lee of Namoa Island from Aug. 20 to 23 
to ayoid a typhoon, and arrived at Hong Kong 
on Aug, 24 Lieut.-Commander Green, com- 
manding, reports that the longitude meas- 
urements have been made between Yoko- 
hama, Nagasaki, Viadivostock, and Shanghai; 
that they are in progress between Shanghai, Amoy, 
and Hong Kong, and that the latitudes of Yoko- 
hama, Nagasaki, and Shanghai haye been deter- 
mined, .On Aug. 11 the ships were dressed in honor 
of the anniversary of the birthday of the Emperor 
of Austria, anda salute of 21 guns was fired, and 
on Ang. 25 the ships were again dressed in honor 
of the anniversary o/ the birthday of the Crown 
Prince of Holland. On Sept. 4 the colors were 
half-masted on the occasion of the death of the 
Japanese Prince Kato. The health of the squadron 
was excellent, Affairs in Chinaand Japan con- 
tinued quiet.” 


PANAMA, Sept. 24.—-The United States 
steamers Pensacola, on Sept. 20, and Adams, on 
Sept. 22, left here for Callao. The Richmond is not 
yetin.

A STABBING AFFRAY ON DAVID’S ISLAND— 
ACTS OF INSUBORDINATION. 


David’s Island, in Long Island Sound, off 
New-Rochelle, is the principal depot for the general 
recruiting service of the United States Army. 
Lieut.-Col. H. M. Black is the commander of 
the post and First Lieut F. H. E. Eb- 
stein is the Adjutant. This post is en- 
tirely outside and independent of the con- 
trol of Gen. Hancock, and is under tho direct 
command of the Adjutant-General. There isan 
average of about 500 men on tho island all the 
time, and they keep going and coming. Several 
times lately disturbances have taken place on the 
isiand. The last, and cne which was the subject 
of formal action on the part of the commander 
yesterday, was committed on Saturday last. 
David McKee, a bugler, had a few days previously 


returned from the County Jail, where he had been 
serving a 80 days’sentence for “smashing and 
cleaning out’ a saloon on the New-Rochelle 
shore. He wasstanding in the doorway of tho 
barber shop of the post waiting for his 
turn, when John W. Curtis, a drummer, who 
was intoxicated. asked him how he liked being an 
inmate of the County Jail. Hot words followed, 
and Curtis, saying, “‘I’ll settle this affair right 
here,” drew an old rusty pocket-knife, with a 
blade about four inches long and half an inch 
wide. With this weapon he made a lunge at 
McKee’s left breast, the point striking between the 
firstand second ribs. The injured man was at- 
tended by Dr. G. P. Jaquette, the post surgeon. 
After this affray Drum-Major Hughes took the 
knife from Curtis, and undertook to arrest him for 
assault, but before he got the knife away he was 
himself struck with it on his forehead. Drum- 
Major Hughes ordered a eolored guard, who was 
standing near them, to knock Curtis down with 
his rifle, which was promptly done, and the 
drummer was made a prisoner. It, however, took 
five men to conyey him to the guaré-house, where 
he was placed in irons. 

A couple of weeks ago a soldier named John 
Williams, 2 member of Company C, was required 
to do some distasteful work about the post. He 
rebelled, and refused to do the work assigned him. 
Provost-Sergt. Smith reported him to Lieut. Eb- 
stein. Asaresult.a few days later Williams not 
only refused to work, but addressed ineulting lan- 
guage to Sergt. Smith, who, seizing an axe, struck 
Williams with its handle.

Before the vote was announced Mr. Stevens asked 
the Secretary to withdraw his vote, ana Mr. Jones 
asked that his vote be recordedin the affirmative.

A REORGANIZANION BADLY WANTED—A 
ROW AT LAST NIGHT’S MEETING. 

The Twenty-second Assembly District Re- 
publiean Association met at No. 202 East Seventy- 
seventh-street last evening, and, though no bus!- 
ness of special impertanece was. transacted, the 
meeting was very largely attended and was of a 
character to indicate the truth of the assertion 
made by the respectable members of the party in 
the district that the Republican organization there 
needs the special care and attention of the Central 
Committee, and that a reorganization is absolutely 
necessary in order to create anything like harmony 


in the district and so place it where it be- 
longs in the line of Republican districts. 
As usual, the McKenna crowd were pres- 
ent in foree, and there were also 
in attendance a number of representatives of the 
respectable element of the party, but not enough 
to cope with the “‘heelers,’’as McKenna’s follow- 
ers are generally called in the district. When the 
routine business was finished, Nathan H. Hall 
asked if Albert J. Reis, who had been selected as 
one of the Inspectors of Election for the district, 
and who had also been named by Tammany for 
the same position, was a@ member of the associa- 
tion. Mr. McKenna stated that he was, and said 
his appointment had been made through an inad- 
Yertenee on the part of the committee to seleet In- 
spectors, of which he had been Secretary. . Mr. 
Hall asked that his name be dropped from’ the 
roll, and a lively discussion ensued, - Mc- 
Kenna, Judge Langbein, and others insist- 
ing that the regular course: should be pur- 
sued in this matter, written charges against 
him be preferred, and the whole matter left toa 
committee of three foran investigation and re- 
port. A half-dozen men were on ,their feet ata 
time trying to speak, and there was quite a snarl,

Kenna and Charies F. Valentine to the front, and 
they indulged in a most disgraceful exhibition of 
bull-dezing, the former telling Hamburger that he 
lied and he knew it, and.the latter asserting that 
Hamburger couldn’t have the floor or speak 
unless he (Valentine) said so. There was 
much confusion, and though the two want- 
ed Mr. Isaacs’s name to be again. sub- 
mitted and put through the regular channel, 
the imposition was so apparent that he was ad- 
mitted to membership on the declaration of the 
presiding officer, though McKenna and his crowd 
voted against the proposition, and were so much 
enraged against Perley and the respectable mem-

OARLYLE ON IRELAND. 
HALF-FORGOTTEN ARTICLES OF MORE TEAS 


THIRTY YEARS AGO. 
From the Pall Mali Gazetie. 

Every one is familiar with Mr. Carlyle’s 
references to Ireland and the Irish in his ‘* Crom- 
well,” his “Latter-day Pamphiets,” and his ‘Past 
and Present,’ but comparatively few of the present 
generation have ever read the articles which he 
contributed to the Examiner and the Spectator in 
1848 on the Irish question. The newspaper files 
of 83 years ago are practically inaccessible to the 
general public, and Mr. Shepherd, the author’ of 
the last “ Life of Thomas Carlyle,” has done well to 
reproduce those Irish  rticles as a kind of ap- 
pendix to his biography. Much as Mr. Carlyle dis- 
liked Irish agitation, there was something he dis- 
liked still worse, for, said he, “Ireland In the quiot,’ 


chronic state is still more tedious than Ireland in the 
critical, even insurreotionary, state. No, that is 
not peace, thatof a governing class glittering in’ 
foreign capitals, or at home sitting idly in its draw- 
ing-rooms, in its hunting saddles, like a class quite 
unconcerned with governing, concerned only ta 
get the rents and wages of geverning, and the gov: 
ernable, ungoverned millions sunk meanwhile iv 
dark cabins, in ignoranee, sloth, confusion, super 
stition,and putrid fgnominy,dying the hunger death, 
or, what {s worse, living the hunger life, in degrada 
tien below that of dogs. A human dog-kennel. fiva 
millions strong—is that a thing to be quiet over?” 

If this human dog-kennel could have been unan- 
chored and towed westward for 3,000 miles, and 
have done with Ireland forever, England, he 
thinks, would cheerfully raise £200,000,000 to achieve 
so blessed an operation; but that being impossible, 
he maintains that repeal of the Union is also im. 
possible. “The island of Ireland stretches fora 
length of some 800 miles parallel to that of Britain, 
with an Irish Channel everywhere bridged ovel 
by ships, steamers, &c., so that for prac 
tical purposes it lies as if in contact, di- 
vided only by a straight ditch.” \ England, with - 
“the terrible job of labor,” which has been laid on 
her by the destinies, cannot consent to “have her 
house cut in two, and a foreign nation with contra- 
dictory tendencies and perpetual controversy 
lodged in the back parlor thereof.” In no con~ 
ceivable circumstances, said Mr. Carlyle, ‘could or 
durst a British Minister propose to concede repeal: 
the British Minister that proposed it would deserve 
to be impeached as traitor to his high post, and ta 
lose his worthless head.” 
possible, what then ought to have been 
done? Mr. Carlyle recognized. as fully as 
any ‘member of the present Ministry that 

-things could not and ought not to remain as they 
were. ‘“‘ True, most true,” sald ho, “the Mie pe 
Trish populations have enough to complain of. an 
the worst traitors against their country are they 
who lie quiet in such a putrid lazar-house.” Bu 
these wrongsIreland must seek toright not b 
insurrectionary pikes and street barricades, but by 
-bearing her woes till they can get articulated ix 
feasible proposais. Mr. Carlyle promised the Irish 
-that ‘no feasible proposal of theirs but shall be on¢ 
of ours too.”” A promise, alas! which be had n¢ 
means of performing. 

Referring to the “ Irish lackall,”* the“ irrepressibl<¢ 

-Missionary of rags and hunger, of sin and misery 

to our people an inarticulate prophet of God's 
justice to nations,” Mr. Cariyle says: ‘‘We have 
deserved him, by oar incompetence and unveracity 
—by our cowardly, false, and altogether criminal 
neglect of Iroland—by our Government of make- 
believe, and not of truth and reality, so long con- 
tinued there. We have deserved him, and sudden- 
ly we have got him. He comes to us to revenge 
his country, and he does revenge it. _The mad cry 
of ‘repeal’ you can put down—ehange into anviher 
as mad or less or still more mad, but him 
you cannot put down. We have been a lit- 
tle idle in respect of Irish remedial measures 
for two centuries back. In fact, ever since 
Oliver Cromweli’s time, we have done litile but 
grimace and make believe, and shama kind of 
governing there, imagining (miserable criminals 
that we have beon) that falsities and injustices 
well varnished would do instéad of facts and con- 
tinuous performance according to the eternal 
laws—asif nota God had made Ireland and us, 
but a devil, who could quote Scripture on oc 
casions!

and we must alterit or prepare to perish. Surely, 
ir ever for any country in the world, remedia 
-Imeastires are needed for Ireland now.” 

“Ourimpious Irish Tower of Babel, built higk 
‘for centuries now, against God’s commandment, 
having at last, with fatal shudder through every 
stone of it, cracked from top to base,” Mr. Carlyle 
romaine that ‘“‘real Government” haa at las! 

ecome indispensable. Ireland had become a 
“*fire-ship indisssolubly chained to Engiand.”’ The 
.Situation was perilous. What must bedone? Mr. 
Carlyle’s panacea was the organization of labor, a 
real ‘effective regimonting of spademen,” to drain 
bogs and to do necessary work in _  [Ire- 
land. ‘Never can the mad cry of repeal, or 
some cry equally mad, cease in Ireland; never 
ean the world cease writhing and moaning in dull 
agony, in dark stifled rage, till the disorganic 
perishing spademan begins to get fairly in contact 
with his spade-work. He cannot, and he even 
should not, know amoment’s loyal peace till then.”

ROUHER AND LOUIS NAPOLEON. 


From the London Truth. 

A few weeks ago M. Rouher made his frare- 
well bow to the world, at the comparatively early 
age of 66. Lord Palmerston only became Premier 
at 70. Lord Russell became Premier for the second 
time at 73, Mr. Gladstone will be 72 in December, 
and looks as If he had plenty of work in him yet. 
And yet M. Rouherdoes wellto retire. Itisnomere 
tautology to say that imperialism in France fell with 
the Second Empire. The show was over, and the 
showman’s part was done. The puppet-strings had 
been broken, and the puppets, rudely kicked 
about, lay sprawling on the ground. All that was 
left was to withdraw, with such dignity as the cir 


cumstances admitted of. Notthat M. Rouher des- 
paired immediately after Sedan. Blessed with an 
astonishingly good opinion of himself, he attributed 
all his master’s reverses to the simple fact that he 
(Rouher) had been ousted from office in 1869. 

Cesar passed away, and C2zsar’s wife reigned, or 
pretended to, in his stead. For the next six years 
it was M. Rouber’s thankless task to explain 
hard facts to a lady who preferred fancies. It 
mimust have been terribly difficult to be ex- 
plicit without seeming rnde. The Prince Imperial 
understood his father’s old adviser well enough, 
but the Empress was mistress of the purse, and en- 
tertainea a sovereign contempt for common sense, 

Called to the Bar in 1838, he took some 10 years 
to make himself a name and a comfortable litile 
sum to spend on elections. By the time he was 30 
he earned about £1,000 a year by his profession, 
which means that he was as high on the ladder as 

-an English barrister who earned three or four times 
as mugh would bein our days. In 1848 he was sent 
up to the Constituent Assembly by his native de- 
partment of Pay-de-Déme, and immediately 
bid for office. Louis Napoleon soon heard otf 
Rouher and lost no time in hiring 
him. Liking to govern himself, he wanted 
obedient servants, and Rouher was ready to obey, 
or do anything else that might be agreeable to the 
dispenser of patronage. Within a month of com- 
pleting his thirty-fifth year the provincial advo- 
cate was named Minister of Justice. It was about 
that time that a happy caricature represented 
Louis Napoleon presiding over a council of head- 
less Ministers. Rouher certainly possessed a head, 
but was eareful, on ordinary oceasions, to put it in 
his pocket. All he cared for was to know the 
Prince’s mind. That oncs ascertained, it was his 
business and pleasure to find him in reasons and 
arguments for doing what he pleased. 

For the 17 years between 1852and 1869 he was al- 
ways in office of some kind or another. His prime 
duty was to act as spokesman of the Empire, and 
to organize the clague in the Chamber of Deputies. 
He had to talk, and to see that Deputies applauded; 
also that they interrupted speakers of the Oppo- 
sition. He did his task, if not well, at any rate 
thoroughly. His method was an_ extremely 
simple one. To all criticisms on the imperial 
administration he had one answer: “The Em- 
peror is the savior of society. Attack his Govern- 
ment and you endanger society. There is no 
choice for France but between tne rule of Napo- 
leon III. and the horrors of ‘93. By dint of re- 
iterating this argument in a thousand various 
ways, Monsieur got a good many Frenchmen, and 
even some Englishmen, who should have known 
better, to beliove him. 

Socially, M. Rouher proved a failure. He once 
amused his guests at a dinner party by telling 
them how a shop-keeper had mistaken him for a 
footman, but it is doubtful whether he fully ap- 
preciated the cause of the laugh he had raised. 
As a matter of fact every one present was think- 
ing how natural had been the shop-keeper’s error. 
And yet he laeked what Disraeli calls the statel 
composure of superior servants, It was not 
that his gloves never fitted him, and that he seemed 
ill at easein his gorgeous uniform, though his eyes 
often rested with evident complacency on the gold 
lace, on the broad red ribbon, amd on the jeweled 
stars that decorated his portly person.

REDUCED LAND RENTS. 

A correspondent informs the London Mark. 
Lane Haxpress of the reletting at a reduction in the 
rent of about £400 per year, or 25 per cent., of one 
of the best farms on the Holkham estate. Anothet 
farm on the same estate has been relet at even a 


greater reduction, but in this caee the state of the 
land is not so good, A small estate of first-clas¢ 
land near King’s Lynn, whieh formerly let at £2 
per acre, and was then supposed to have a selling 
value of £100 per acre, has been sold for £45 pet 
acre; while another farm in the same eounty, 
whieh was bought a few years ago for 
27,000, and bas had an additional £1,000 
expended upon, cannot now be sold for £400, the 
amount of the first mortgage, and there are two 
later mortgeges upon it. In Scotland the state of 
matters appears to be even more deplorable. Ac 
cording to the same correspondent one farmer in 
Kincardineshire bas certainly lost £6,000, and is 
dcoubtiul of getting any drawback madein his rent; 
another, who iateiy committed snicide, owing ~e 
sumably to money troubles, is believed to have lost 
a Sitailar umount; and the dismal tale winds up 
with the statement that ‘widespread ruin to those 
poche ll leases ja only a auestion of time” im thia 
coun’ 





SELF-HELP FOR IRELAND 


LAND BILL BENEHITS AND A RE.- 
VIVAL OF INDUSTRIES. 
MANUFAOTORIES THAT ONCE PROSPERED 

AXD NOW DO NOT—EFFORTS TO REVIVE 
THEM—STRIKING FIGURES OF WHAT CAN 
gk DONE-—PREPARING FOR AN EXHIBI- 

TION—-GOOD CROPS. 

Desir, Sept. 9.—The principal topic of 
conversation in this city is, of course, the re- 
cently passed Land act and the effect it is like- 
ty to have on the vexed relations between the 
landlords and their tenants. As is usual with 
moderate measures, it satisfies nobody. Mr. 
Parnell and his followers denounce it; the 
tenant farmers feel that it awards them only 
about one-half the benefits they had looked 
for, and the landlords think they have been, 
to a great extent, deprived of what they con- 
sider just rights over their own property. On 
the whole, however, the latter may be said to 
have received the act with patience and 
good temper, if not with gratitude that 
some measure has at last been arrived 
at which may* have the effect of 
quieting the disturbances to which the coun- 
try has been subjected. The Marquis of Water- 
ford has been the first to speak, andtit is prob- 
able that his view of the situation is the one 
that will be generally adopted by land-owners. 
In a letter addressed to his tenants, he an- 
nounces that, while disapproving of several of 
the provisions of the act, and especially of its 
complications, he nevertheless intends loyally 
to accept it. He also does more than promise 
to acquiesce in its decisions snd results. The 
latter he anticipates by a voluntary reduction 
of rents to the point which in all probability 
the Commissioners might fix. His proposal is 
to bring the sums which his tenants 
will be required to pay within the 
new regulations, and to invest each tenant 
receiving such reduction with a statutory 
tenure in his holding. To two of his tenants 
who had been evicted he offers the same ad- 
vantages which would have accrued to them if 


the eviction had taken place after instead of 
before the passage of the Land act. His letter 
concludes with the announcement that he in- 
tends to carry out upon his various estates not 
only the letter but the spirit of the act, 
and a pleasant expression of the hope that 
the cordial relations which have existed 
between his tenants and the represent- 
atives of his family for generations 
may still continue. Coming from the owner 
of such large properties, this letter is likely to 
bave great influence. Ithas been immensely 
lauded by the moderate press, and is generally 
beld up, not only as an example for landlords, 
but as a practical exhortation to tenants to 
seek for oye and try fairly whether litigation 
cannot be prevented and a better order of 
things established by a simple understanding 
and equitable agreement. 

The difficulties that Irish landlords have had 
of late in collecting the revenues from their 
estates have not prevented two of them from 
getting married, the rejoicing being carried 
putin the fashion prevalent before Jandlord 
and tenant began to regard each other as 
natural enemies. A few days ago the Harl 
and Countess of Kilmorey paid their first visit 
to Newry since their marriage, and drove at 
once to the Assembly Room, which was 
crowded to excess by the townspeople of 
every shade of religious and political opinion. 
All differences were for a time in abeyance, 
and there was a thorough union of feeling in 
giving a hearty welcome to the Harl and his 
bride. A congratulatory address from his 
lordship’s tenantry was read, expressing the 
most friendly and devoted sentiments, to 
which the Earl made reply on his own part 
and that of the Countess, announcing his 
deep interest in the welfare of the people con- 
nected with his estates and venturing a hops 
that he had been, and might continue to be, 
ranked among the ‘good landlords” of Ire- 
land. During the afternoon and evening the 
feasting and merry-making went on without 
\nterruption. The people of Rathcoole, met a 
few days later to celebrate the marriages of 
their landlord, Sir George Colthurst, had a 
different experience. <A large party were as- 
sembled round a bonfire and were enjoying 
the contents of some barrels of porter when 
some 50 men, armed with revolvers, 
pikes, and other weapons, and having 
their faces blackened, came upon the 
scene. These formed in groups outside the 
circle made by the tenantry. The word to 
fire was given by one of the body who seemed 
in command, and immediately a volley was 
fischarged among the peopie. Those who es- 
taped being wounded fled precipitately from 
the scene, and the invaders, having helped 
themselves liberally to the porter, and poured 
what they could not drink upon the fire, also 
retired. No one appears to have followed 
them, and the authorities say thera are no 
means of identifying any one of the paaty. 
Twenty persons received injuries of a more or 
less dangerous character. Some are suffering 
from bruises received from blows given with 
sticks, others from shot wounds, while two 
were struck by bullets. The condition of the 
latter is said to be very serious, and it is 
scarcely expected that they can survive, while 
the attempts made to bring the murderers to 
justice will probably result in nothing. 

A spirited movement has recently beon 
started for the revival of native industries in 
Ireland. For some time the attention of 
thinking minds has been drawn to the fact of 
a tremendous decline in the demand for 
tabrics that were formerly popular and rich- 
ly repaid their production in large quantities. 
Lone ago Dublin excelled all the other cities 
of the world in the excellence of its dye- 
ing arrangements. With the decline of 
the trade in poplins, the dyeing of silk 
thread, chiefly carried on in the famous 
manufactories of Weaver-square, came almost 
to an end, and where 1,000 hands were formerly 
employed there are not 50 now. The Ulster 
linen industry has been able to take care of 
tsslf, but, while Ireland possesses moro than 
5,000,000 sheep, the manufacture of their 
fleeces into blankets and woolens is mainly 
carried on in Yorkshire and other English 
towns. The tweeds of Blarney, once favorite 
articles for wearing apparel, are now almost 
entirely replaced by the same material pro- 
duced by English and Scottish looms. The 
houses in Dublin, of which from 500 to 600 are 
erected annually, are nearly all built of brick 
and timber, and put together with nails 
brought from other countries. Ship-building 
aiso has almost entirely retreated from the 
South of ‘Ireland, though it has assumed flour- 
lishing proportions at Belfast and further 
aorth. 

It is not more than six weeks since an effort 
was first made on thepart of a few public- 
ypirited individuals to interest the Irish people 
in the support of their own manufactures. 
Since then the movement has gained immense 

opularity. The press, among other agencies, 

as taken up the maiter with enthusiasm, 
publishing from day to day long columns 
full of interesting and valuable infor- 
metion regarding both the natural and 
industrial products of the country, while 
the sterling quality of much that is 
manufactured in Ireland is favorably con- 
trastéd with the poverty of fabrics imported 
from abroad. Throughout the country public 
bodies have taken up the question affecting so 
vitaLy the interests of the people. Among 
others thé Dublin corporation has passed a 
gnanimous resolution to the effect that their 
various committees and officers be instructed 
to use Irish materials and manufactures so far 
as is compatible with the interests of tax-pay- 
trs,and that in all advertisements for con- 
tracts a preference be given to_ [Irish 
products... Many of the boards of 
Poor Law Guardians havg declared their 
adherence to, and their determination to act 
on, this principle, While only a few days ago 
the Guardians of the North Dublin Union 
adopted an elaborately prepared report of a 
committee appointed by them to inquire into 
the best means for providing Ivish manufac- 
tured goods for the clothing of the inmates of 
the Work-house. This report, which is a most 
interesting document, stated that very few 
Trish ladies patronize home manufactures, but 
supply their wardrobes almost entirely from 
articles produced abroad. A _ calculation 
was also made that if the gentry, mer- 
chants, bankers, traders, farmers, and work- 
men were only to wear one suit each of Irish 
tweed in the year, it would require 14,000,000 
yards to moet the demand, and this would 
give employment to 100 woolen factories. The 
moral need not be enlarged upon. That all 
classes are becoming fully awake to the state 
of affairs and are resolved upon an alteration 
for the better is clearly evident. A proposal 
to bold an exhibition in Dublin next year, con- 
sisting ¢ntirely of Irish manufactures, 
has nm enthusiastically received. Large 
contributions have been made to a 
guarantees fund Providing against the 
fisk incidental such an undaerte. 


king, and a petition has been addressed to the 
Lord Mayor, requesting him to convena a 
meeting to consider the advisability of holding 
the exhibition. While all this is going on, the 
shops in Sackville-street and the leading thor- 
oughfares present a goodly show in their win- 
dows and warerooms of Irish manufactures. 
Everything seems to indicate that the desire 
to revive the languishing trades and industries 
of the naticn is heartfelt and sincere. Out of 
so much honest effort and endeavor a good re- 
sult cannot fail to come. 

One of the most striking indications of the 
miserable condition of affairs connected with 
the farming interests of Ireland is the annual 
migration of the agricultural laborer to Eng- 
land. The ‘‘Connaughtman,’’ or the ‘‘spal- 
peen,’’ as he is frequently ealled, and in no 
offensive sense—though the latter appellation 
is frequently used as a term of offense—has 
for many years been a feature of the English 
harvest. At certain seasons of the year we 
find the North Wall, as it is called, in tho 
vicinity of the steam-boat wharves, thronged 
with stalwart, brawny fellows, armed 
with scythes and reaping-hooks, and each 
with a tiny bundle representing all his bag- 
gage for the expedition carried upon a stick 
over one shoulder. These sturgly men are 
mostly from the West and North-west of Ire- 
land. Suffering a good deal of privation, 
braving not alittle difficulty, and venturing 
some of them in an unfamiliar sphere of labor, 
they have only a single object in view, to 
bring home to the family, the mother, wite, or 
children as much English gold as will pay the 
rent or buy the seed or tide over the winter- 
time when labor is scarce and food dear. Only 
those that have seen them at home and on 
their travels can have any idea what 
many of these poor fellows go through 
to fulfill the object of their voyage 
across the channel. The number of Irish 
laborers who journey to England year after 
year in search of work is much greater than 
one would imagine. Accordiag to the returns 
of the Registrar-General, it would appear that 
in the year 1880 22,900 men sought employment 
in England, these being of the class who 
habitually go there for that purpose. It is to 
be remarked that the temporary emigration 
of women has almost ceased in Ireland, the 
number of womencrossing in 1880 having been 
less than 50, while in 1841 it amounted to more 
than 7,000. Vague guesses have been made 
from time to time about the amount of money 
brought home by the laborers, but it is ex- 
tremely difficult to make even a fair conjec- 
ture. It has, however, been estimated that 
each laborer accumulates on an average as 
much as $25, so that in good years the total 
amount of savings would represent not less 
than $750,000, 

The past week of good weather has revived 
the hopes of the Irish farmers who, like their 
English brethren, were beginning to dread the 
consequences of unfavorable weather in 
harvesting the crops. In England, the rain 
set in after the corn was cut, and the injury 
done has been far more serious than here 
where the cereals were standing. Since 
the fine weather set in, the farmers 
have been straining every nerve to 
secure the crops, and it is astonishing 
how much has been accomplished within 
aweek. Scythes and maching reapers have 
been actively employed, and large fields of 
oats have been cut. The grain is reported to 
be large and full, and the straw is so abundant 
that a considerable time must elapse before it 
will be seasoned and dry enough to be stacked. 
The wheat is not yet ripe, but it is maturing 
rapidly and the ears are healthy and full. It 
is fortunate for the farmers that the harvest 
has come in so evenly. Binders are in 
request, and so much are the men 
that have gone into England missed 
that in many cases women are employed in 
their stead. It is not uncommon to see the lat- 
ter brought from the villages by the cart-load 
to some farm where the grain is on the ground 
and waiting to be bound into sheaves. A good 
deal of the hay is now secure in the hagegards. 
Some of the old meadows are in course of 
being saved, and as this quality of 
hay, from the nature of the herbage 
of which it consists, requires sunshine for 
the making, the farmers who have not cut 
theirs until now are congratulating themselves 
upon having waited until the present outburst 
of propitious weather. Very little turf has 
been removed from the bogs, not being suffi- 
ciently dry, though stacked, to be carted to 
the farm-yard. Another week more, however, 
of fine weather will be all thatis needed to 
make the harvest tolerably secure. 

The effect of the sunshine we have had was 
shown in a marked degree at the Autumn 
exhibition of the Royal Horticultural So- 
ciety of Ireland, which was held in the Ex- 
hibition Palace yesterday. Dahlias, asters, 
and fuchsias were seen in profusion, and their 
magnificent development indicated not merely 
the skill and care of the gardener, but 
the beneficialinfluences of the recent atmos- 
pherie conditions. The whole of the exhibits 
appeared remarkably fine to the unpracticed 
eye, and those learned in horticulture pro- 
nounce the show the best ever held in Dublin, 
both on account of the superior quality of the 
specimens exhibited and from the fact that 
great progress in the science of flower-raising 
was demonstrated through the appearance of 
several new and strange varieties. Of fruit 
there was a superb display, the grapes 
occupying no less than 40 stands. That 
the ratio of merit was exceedingly 
high may be inferred from the cir- 
cumstance that the Countess of Charle- 
ville, who has annually won the Hamilton 
—— was yesterday so far out-distaneed by 

er rival exhibitors that her specimens were 
only ‘‘highly recommended” by the judges. 
Mr. E. P. Westby carried off the first prize 
and Lord Clonbrook the second, while the third 
place was given to the Earl of Portarlington. 
Quite in harmony with the high standard of 
excellence reached in the other departments of 
the exhibition were the collections of all de- 
scriptions of vegetables, which included a num- 
ber of new varieties of potatoes produced by a 
Mr. Jonathan Hogg. To this gentleman a 
medal for improving the immortal Irish po- 
tato has been specially recommended by the 
conmittee whose business it was te award the 
rizes. The attendance at the exhibition was 
arge during both afternoon and evening, the 
beauty and the chivalry of Ireland appearing 
in its brightest toilets, geyest uniforms, and 
best suits to do honor to the oceasion.

THE BOAT LITTLE NORWAY MISSING. 

A letter was received at the offices of the 
Monarch Line, in this City, some days ago, ad- 
dressed to “Capt. John Beaumont, Norway Boat, 
gare Capt. Watson or Mr. Barber, of Patten, Vick- 
ers & Co., Monarch Lino Agents, New-York, Amer-

No one was 
willing to undertake the perilous voyage in so 
smalla boat. Finally, Capt. Beaumont covered his 
boat with canvas and laid in a stock of provisions. 
In the latter part of August he sailed from London 
alone in his little vessel, which was schooner- 
rigged, but was not more than 80 feetlong. He 
stated that he was bound for this port. Nothing 
hes been heard of him or his boat since. 
ESERIES ERE TG wae ME 
FAILURE IN THE LHATHER TRADE. 

Charles Young, trading under the style of 
John Young & Son, dealer in upper leathers, at No. 
75 Gold-streect, kas failed, and has offered to com- 
promise at 25 cents on the dollar, which has been 
accepted by the principal creditors. The failure 
is attributed to losses in business, shrinkage in 
values, and too much incumbered reai estate. He 
owns a factory at Newark mortgaged for $10,000, 
and other real estate there mortgaged for $30,000, 
allof which was valued afew years ago at over 
$80,000. Bradstrcoet’s reports siate that the mer- 
chandise liabilities are between $6,000 and $7,000, 
and confidential debts about the same sum, which, 
with the real estate mortgages, make the total 
liabilities about $53,000. The business has been es- 
tablished many years, and Mr. Young became sole 
owner upon the death of his father several years 
ago. He was formerly regarded as very wealthy, 
and did a large businessin manufacturing morocco. 
He leased his factory in May and removed his 
business to New-York.

THE HONORS OF THE NASHVILLE 
CAMPAIGN NOT HIS. 


SCORCHING REVIEW OF HIS LETTER BY 
SANFORD C. KELLOGG——-A LETTER WHICH 


GEN. THOMAS NEVER FINISHED. 
Letter of Sanford ©. Kellogg to the Army of the 
Cumberiana. 

I do not propose to try to rewrite history 
nor to correct misapprehensions, but} do propose 
that no member of the society shall be misled by 
Gen. Schofield’s paper into believing that Gen. 
Thomas died thinking Gen. Schofield was the 
friend to him Gen. Schofield seeks now to make it 
appear he was. The pureness of heart that was so 
marked a characteristic of Gen. Thomas made him 
especially slow in recognizing an enemy. He did 
not apparently know of Gen. Schofield’s bitterness 
until the New-York Tridune article of March 12, 
1870, appeared, but then he did realize Gen. 
Schofield’s attitude toward him, and he was able 
to account for much of Gen. Senofield’s behavior 
that hitherto had been a mystery to him. 

Gen. Thomas died March 28, 1870, in the act of 
drafting a letter, the original of whichis before 
me, and is as follows: 


“The article in the Tridune was evidently 
brought out by the assertion in the Gazette corre- 
spondence that Grant would have committed a 
serious blunder had he relieved Thomas by Scho- 
field, who, as appears by the article, claims the 
battle of Franklin was fought under his immedi- 
ate supervision, and was so eminently successful 
that he consequently was as acceptable to the 
Army as Gen. Thomas. (That inay or mey not be.) 
It is hoped that the troops would have done their 
duty under any commander, but Weod and Stanley 
and many other officers of rank who participated 
prominently in that battle know the peculiar 
situation of affairs that rendered it neces- 
sary that Gen. Thomas should remain in 
Nashville to receive the reinforcements 
which were arriving daily, supervising and 
expediting their equipment (the cavalry sent back 
by Gen. Sherman being all dismounted, the new 
regiments arriving from the States needing camp 
equipage, &c., to enable them to take the field,) and 
that Schofield happened to command the troops 
immediately opposing the advancing enemy by 
virtue of his position as an army commander, (he 
commanded the Army of the Ohio.) The criticisms 
on the plan of battle and point of attack (referring 
to Nashville) are too unimportant to notice. With 
regard to the mistake of not using 10,000 to great 
advantage, the original position of the 10,000 men 
(Schofield’s Army of the Ohio, Twenty-third Corps, 
in reserve) being central,rendered them available for 
promptly reinforcing Steedman, should the enemy 
concentrate so heavily on him as to endanger his 
position when he made his demonstration on the 
enemy’s right to draw attention from the real 
point of attack. ; 

**Steedman having renorted earlydn the morning 
that he could not be briven from his position, this 
reserve was no longer needed where it then was, 
and was ordered to form in support of Smith and 
support him in his advance on the enemy’s left. 
Smith’s advance leaving an interval between his 
right and the left of the cavalry, the 10,000 men 
were ordered to fill up the gap, and became en- 
gaged toward the close of the day’s operations. It 
is, therefore, left to eandid minds to judge whether 
the 10,000 were advantageously posted originally, 
and afterward used to advantage, or not. 

“It is believed that no other officer of high rank 
in the Army, except the writer of the 7ribune arti- 
cle, will say that Gen. Thomas was so fully con- 
vinced that the enemy had retreated at the close 
of the first day of the battle that he gave no orders 
to continue operations the next day, but ordered a 
pursuit. The blunder of the ponton train is ad- 
mitted in so far that the staff officer who wrote the 
order to the commander of the train by mistake, 
wrote Murfreesboro pike instead of Nolansyille 
pike, and the train had gone a mile or two on that 
pike before tho mistake was discovered, but it was 
promptly rectified before it had gone four miles 
out of the way, and then joined the army and got 
to the front perhaps as quickiy as it could 
have done by the Franklin pike, as it marched 
across the country by a free and practicable 
road. lt could not have reached Franklin 
under any circumstances in time to place a bridge 
forthe ¢rossing of the troops when the infantry 
reached that point. It was always supposed, too, 
that every officer of high rank who fought in the 
battle of Nashville knew that until Duck River was 
crossed the enemy could be pursued with any pros- 
pect of success only by the main road. Harpeth 
River, Rutherford Creek, and Duck River were all 
then rendered impassable by high water, in conse- 
quence of the thaw the day before the battle and 
heavy rains during the battle. All bridges over 
these streams for 20 or 30 miles on either side of 
the main road had been destroyed. All prac- 
ticable roads north of Duck River emerged 
from the main road, and consequently troops 
following them would have soon been sepa- 
rated from the main column and placed _be- 
yond supporting distance. The report of Gen. 
Thomas explains the difficulties in laying a ponton 
bridge across Ruthertord Creek, and accounts for 
the delay at that stream, and also at Duck River. 
After Duck River was crossed at Columbia, the 
Waynesboro and Lawrenceburg roads might have 
been taken by a part of the force, which in all 
probability could not have reached thereby the 
flank of the enemy in time to have inflicted any 
serious damage, because Hood had by that time 
placed his main column south of Richland Creek, 
and within a day’s march of the point on the Ten- 
nessee River where his ponton bridges had been 
in position for several weeks. The above sufii- 
ciently accounts for the statement in the Tribune 
article that a corps frequently did not march more 
than its length in three days. 

“The infantry corps were, at all events, on the 
main road, where they could have been made 
available in case there was any necessity for using 
them, while the Fourth Corps, closely following up 
the cavalry, enabled Gen. Wilson to do exactly 
what ‘One Who Fought at Nashville’ says might 
have been dons if the infantry had been marched 
along the main road with three days’ rations in 
haversacks. 

‘* Wilson's cavalry was constantly harassing the 
enemy’s flanks whenever the condition of the 
roads and streams would admit of his doing so, 
and it was this vigorous conduct of the cavalry 
which caused the enemy to retreat with such haste 
as to get beyond the reach of the main column be- 
fore all the infantry could cross Duck River. 

“ The writer virtually admits that Gen. Schofield 
believed there was no further necessity for pur- 
suit after the enemy had crossed Richland Creek 
at Pulaski, as he says onthe 26th of December. he 
wrote to Gen. Grant that Hood’s army was then 
used up, that there was no further need of his 
troops in Tennessee, and asked to be ordered to 
the Army of the Potomac. 

**Here there is a little discrepancy between the 
Tribune article and the &ctual facts. Tho writer 
says after the escape of Hood Gen. Thomas pub- 
lished an order placing the troops in Winter quar- 
ters, and commenced planning a campaign for the 
next Spring and Sammer against Corinth, &c. By 
reference to Gen. Thomas’s report it will be seen 
that the order was issued on the 30th of December; 
Schofield says on the 26th. Perhaps Gen. Scho- 
field was not aware of the reasons for this objec- 
tionable order. 

“ The report of Gen. Sherman to the Committee 
on the Conduct of the War will explain it, as it 
will there be seen that Gen. Thomas was expected 
to take care of Tennessee until Sherman reached 
the sea and gave further instructions. [Smith’s 
corps was to go to Eastport, Miss.; Wood’s corps 
to Huntsville and Athens; Schkofield’s corps to Dal- 


ton; Wilson's cavalry between Huntsville and East-

port, along the Tennessee River. | 

“If when Gen. Thomas was sent back to Nash- 
ville his army had been sent with him, or the Four- 
teeath and Fourth Corps, there would have been 
no cause for the present newspaper contest about 
the battle of Nashville. There is ample proof al- 
ready published that Thomas had at his command 
when Eood commerced his movement against 
Sherman’s communication only a small division of 
troops stationed along the two lines of communi- 
cation between Nashville and Chattanooga to pro- 
tect them against small raiding parties. When he 
reported the situation to Gen. Sherman, and ap- 
plied for reinforcements to meet the advance cf 
Hood, the Fourth Corps and dismounted cavalry 
were first sent, and Gen. Thomas was informed 
that he would get reinforcements by several new 
regiments then on their way to join Sherman’s 
army. Afterward Thomas was informed that A. 
J. Smith’s command would be orderedto join him 
from Missouri. 

“Thomas then urged that addittonal reinforce- 
ments should be sent him, as mostof the con- 
vaiescent troops at Chattanooga belonged to diffor- 
ent corps and different armies, and could not be re- 
lied upon, from want of effective organization, to 
more than defend that place. Schofield was then 
ordered to report to Thomas. 

“With the exception of the Fourth and Twenty- 
third Corps, Croxtoa’s, Batch’s, and Capron’s 
brigades of ¢avalry, allihe troops sent by Sherman 
had to be equipped for tield service, including 
transportation. To attend to the eguipping of this 
force as weil as to be able to correspond with Gen. 
Sherman, Thomas was compelled to remain in 
Nashville, while he placed Schofield in immediate 
charge of the troops engaged in watching the 
movement of Hood and retarding his advance on 
Nashville. This necessity existing until the army 
fell back to Nashville, gave Schofield the oppor- 
tunity to fight the battle of Franklin. This was a 
very brilliant battle, most disastrous to the enemy, 
and, ae the writer in the /ribune says, no doubt 
contributed materiaily to the crowning success at 
Nashville.” * * * A few blurred and discon- 
nected lines followed, as the angel of death 
hovered near him, and then Gen. Thomas fell to 
the floor of his office uneonscious. 

How gratifying it must be to Gen. Schofield that 
the man he was apparently seeking to injure died 
in the act of crediting Schofield with having fought 
abrilliant battle at Franklin. How fortunate for 
Schofield that, by virtue of his being the senior in 
command of the troops at Franklin in repelling 
Hood’s attack, he became entitied to all the credit 
of a successful defense, while Stanley, Opdyke, and 
others of the fourth Corps, who actually saved the 
line and restored its integrity without any orders 
from Gen. Schofield, were not permitted to share 
in the substantial favors subsequently showered 
upon their superior in command. 

For one who claims so much for strictly carrying 
out his orders to retard the enemy’s advance, and 
thereby is forced to fight a defensive battle which 
he could not avoid, bow strangely his verbal report 
soundsd, when, on the morning following the battle 
of Franklin, at the St. Cloud Hotel, in Nashville, be 
told Gen. Thomas, in the presence of the under- 
signed, he pever wanted to be placed in sucha 
position again ! 

No one knew better than did Gen. Schofield what 
an incongruous army had been left to Gen. 
Thomas to defend Tennessee against Hood's army 
of veterans, for Gen. Schofield’s own corps, the 
Twenty-third, ealled the Army oftHte Ohio, num- 
bered only about 9.000 men. baing the weakest of

all the corps composing Sherman’s army. It com- 
_ only one-fifth of the force that defeated 

ood at Nashville, the remainder of Thomas’s 
hastily gathered army, except the Fourth Corps, 
being made up of organizations that had never be- 
fore served together, many regiments having never 
before been under fire, No one knows better than 
does Gen. Scnofield of how much Gen. Thomas was 
deprived when Gen. Sherman took from him all 
his grand old Army of the Cumberland except the 
Fourth Corps, and how poor a substitute for what 
he took was Gen. Sherman’s sending back the least 
<a of all Sherman’s corps—the Twenty- 
third. 

The struggle on the part of its commander to 
keep it from being merged into or with its more 
powerful brother organizations prevented the 
Twenty-third Corps from becoming more promi- 
nently identified with the great events that marked 
the career of other corps. And was it a success as 
aseparate army’ Did it or the Fourth Corps win 
the day at Franklin? Gen. A. J. Smith’s command 
assaulted and broke the enemy’s line the second 
day at Nashville, and Gen. Thomas personally 
directed Gen. Schofield to advance the Twenty- 
third Corps (the Army of the Ohio) on the right of 
Gen. Smith. 

Wilson’s cavalry was onthe right of Schofield, 
and had. during the day, gained a footing on the 
Granny White pike—one of the two routes of re- 
treat for the enemy trom Nashville southward, 
Tne other route was the direct Franklin pike. 
Gen. Schofield’s prompt advance was necessary 
not only to secure Smith’s right, but a!so to sup- 
port the cavairy on Schofield’s right. 

About an hour before his fatal sickness, Gen, 
Thomas asked me to recall, if [ could, Gen. Scho- 
field’s manrer during the battle of Nashville, and I 
related to Gen. Thomas what I considered was a 
slow and unwilling compliance to orders ei Gen. 
Schofield; that was my last conversation with Gen. 
Thomas. 

Undoubtedly Gen. Schofield’s relations to Gen. 
Grant, both before and after the Nashville cam- 
pDaign, were much more confidential than were the 
relations between Gen. Grant and Gen. Thomas. 

Much of the correspondence that in 1864 was held 
as confidential has since transpired, put there is 
also some correspondence that is believed to be 
suppressed. Whenever that which is now believed 
to bs suppressed shall have been made public the 
reasons for the order of Dec. 9, 1864, directing Gen. 
Thomas to turn over his command to Gen. Scho- 
field will be made clear, perhaps. Had that order 
not been withdrawn by Gen. Grant, Gen. Schofield 
might have been the hero of Nashville instead of 
Gen. Thomas, for Thomas’s inadequate and incon- 
gruous forces had by his master, hand at organizing 
an army, become formidable, and everything was 
ready, even to tho place of battle, for a master 
hand tolead. But assomething in the combina- 
tions to deprive Gen. Thomas of his glory went 
amiss, he was permitted to remain and solve a 
problem that would have bafiled most leaders. 
“It requires a great General to win a victory, bat 
a still greater General to know how to utilize a vic- 
tory after it is won.”’ 

Gen. Schofield may have enjoyed the confidence 
of Gen. Grant mere fully than did Gen. Thomas, 
because the latter’s experience had taught him, to 
ust his own words, ** Whenever he had a battle to 
fight on his own account he should keep his plans 
to himself.” 

So, during all his long preparation and anxiety 
prior to the battle of Nashville, Gen. Thomas kept his 
own counsel and matured his own plans. He kept 
Gen. Grant informed daily of all that actually trans- 
pired, but kept all his intended future movements 
mostly to himself. His want of confidence or his self- 
reliance may have produced the impression that he 
had no plan. If Gen. Schofield, by his position 
of close confidence with Gen. Grant, allowed Gen. 
Grant to believe that Gen. Thomas was censurable 
for not taking advantage of the battle of Frank- 
lin, knowing all the facts, may it not be presumed 
that Gen. Schofield might have used his position of 
confidence to remove from Gen. Grant’s mind the 
misconception that existed then relating to the true 
state of affairs at Nashville ? 

Gen. Schofield could have told Gen. Grant that 
while Hood was attacking at Franklin, A. J. 
Smith’s command, Thomas’s principal reinforce- 
ment, was only beginning to reach Nashville from 
Missouri; the cavalry under Wilson was only half 
mounted and equipped; Steedman was still about 
Cowan with 5,000 men; and at last, when every 
other obstacle had been stubbornly surmounted, 
the elements of nature joined the conspiracy that 
had almost hemmed Gen. Thomas in. But Gen. 
Grant, apparently unwilling to accept Gen. 
Thomas's version of the actua! necessity for de- 
lay, continued to harass him with orders to at- 
tack, notwithstanding the weather. 

The New-York 7ridune article of March 12, 1870, 
is signed ‘*One Who Fought at Nashville;” the 
author’s name is not difticult to conjecture. His 
article was most admirably answeredin the New- 
York Zribune of March 19, 1870, by ‘* Another 
Man.” This vindication never reaehed Gen. 
By supplementing ‘‘Another Man’s”’ 
article with chapters 18 and 14 of Boynton's review 
of ‘The Memoirs,” a very accurate and truthful 
history of the Nashville campaigns is furnished. 

Gen. Schofield refers to his original assignment 
to the command of the Military Division of the 
Pacific in 1869, when Gen. Grant became Pres- 
ident, and he (Gen. Schofield) became Major-Gen- 
General to fill the vacancy which resulted from 
Gen. Grant’s advancement. The facts, as related 
by Gen. Thomas,‘are these: Being on duty in Wash- 
ington on the Dyer court of inquiry about, the 
time of Gen. Grant’s first inauguration as Presi- 
dent, March, 1869, Gen. Thomas was surprised 
to learn that, by a rearrangement of the mili- 
tary divisions, his junior in rank, Gen. Schofield, 
was to be assigned to the important com- 
mand of the Military Division of the Pacific, 
while he (Gen. Thomas) was to remain in the 
less important department of the Camberland. 
Gen. ‘Thomas then offered to put forth a protest 
in writing, from which he was dissuaded by Gen. 
Sherman, and contented himself by declaring that 
he should proceed to apply tormally, in their rela- 
tive order as to cifdice, for the Military Divisions of 
the Atlantic, the Missouri, and the Pacifico. He 
wanted the Division of the Atlantic partieularly, 
as he had served so many years at remote frontier 
stations, and since the beginning of the war of the 
rebellion he had seen no service inthe Kast. His 
selection was met with the reply that Gen. 
Meade was to have the Division of the Atlantic, 
as Gen. Grant had promised it to Gen. Meade. 
Gen. Thomas then announced his intention of ap- 
plying for that division every four years until hoe 
gotit. The Military Division of the Missouri, with 
head-quarters at Chicago, was his second choice, 
but that had been assigned tothe Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral. Gen. Thomas then selected the Division of 
the Pacific, and, notwithstanding an order is said 
to have already been prepared assigning Gen. Scho- 
field to it, it was given to Gen. Thomas. Gen. 
Schofield claims the order was changed at his re- 
quest; that may have been the case. Had it not 
been changed, Gen. Thomas, who was smarting 
under a sense of injustice, declared it his intention 
to have placed his views in writing of what had 
become imperative in an officer of his rank. 

If it is necessary to disturb the graves of the dead 
in order to bolster up the reputations of the living, 
it may also not be considered a breach of trust for 
the living to contribute what they have gained by 
confidential relations to the dead in vindication of 
an honest record. The career of Gen. Thomas was 
s0 matohless, his character was 80 pure, magnani- 
mous, consistent, and well rounded, that even at 
this late day shafts aimed at his history must fail 
to pierce. If cabals against the great living are des- 
picable, how contemptible they appear when di- 
rected against the illustrious dead.

HAWKERS TRELAWNY BALLAD. 
—_——— <> - --——— 
Letter to the Pali Mali Gazette. 

In the Pall Mall Gazette a West Country 
parson is reported to have said: ‘‘ The accom- 
plished Vicar of Morwenstow never seriously 
denied his authorship of the famous Trelawny bal- 
lad.”’ This is only part of the truth. He not only 
never denied but actually asserted his authorship. 
Ip the year 1832 (June 1, date of preface,) Mr. Haw- 
ker published his ‘‘ Records of the Western Shore” 
(Oxford: D. A. Talboys.) The last ballad in this 
verse-pamphiet is entitled ‘The Song of the West- 
ern Men,” and is that now known as the Tre- 
lawny ballad. In a note annexed to ‘The 
Song,” Mr. Hawker tells us: ‘“ With the 
exception of the chorus contained in the 
last two lines, this song was written 
by me in the year 1825. It was soon after inserted 


ina Plymouth paper. It happened to fall into the 
hands of Davies Gilbert, Esq., who did me the 
honor to reprint it at his private press at East- 
bourne, under the impression, I believe, that it 
was the original ballad. 1 publish it here mereiy 
to state that it isan early coraposition of my own. 
The two lines above mentioned formed, I believe, 
the burden of the old song, and aro all thatI can 
recover.” A copy of the baliad thus printed was 
given by Mr. Davies Gilbert to the accomplished 
novelist, Mrs. Bray, who inserted the ballad in her 
legend of Cornwall, “Trelawny of Trelawné,” in 
1837; but in the edition of her story published by 
Longmans in 1845 omitted it, having heard that the 
authorship was doubtful. Mr. D. Gilbert, in his 
‘Parochial History of Cornwall,”’ (1838,) says in 
reference to the Bishop’s imprisonment: ‘A song 
was made on the occasion, of which all the exact 
words, except those of what may be called the 
burden, were lost, and the whole has been recently 
restored, modernized, and improved by the Rev. 
Robert Stephen Hawker.” 

That Mr. Hawker “‘hoaxed Macaulay” is. a 
Eropousee I eannot understand. Mr. Hawker 
declares that the balled was written by him in 
1825, and I have shown that it was published about 
the middle of 1832. It was not till 1826 that Macau- 
Jay was called to the Bar, nor did he enter Parlia- 
ment till 1830. The first installment of his history 
appeared in 1848. It {is incredibie that the ballad 
could have been written with the intention of 
hoaxing him. Itis not, I think, very likely that, 
though composed without any such design, Mr. 
Hawker should have subsequently attempted to 
palm it off on the brilliant historian as an ancient 
ballad, after his own explicit declaration in the 
‘Records of the Western Shore” to expose him 
and frustrate the attempt.

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 
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NOMINEES FOR JUDICIAL PLACES 
THE LAWYERS WILL DISCRIMINATE BETWEEN 
THE GOOD AND THE BAD. 

The duty of the Bar Association with refer- 
ence to candidates for Judicial positions in this 
City has long been a matter of discussion among 
the members of that body. Last year the associa- 
tion, at a special meeting, took up the cases of the 
candidates for a Superior Court Judgeship. The 
outcome of a long and animated debate was a de- 
termination that one of the candidates was unfitted 
forsuch an important judicial position, and that 
not much could be said in favor of the other. The 


action of the association, therefore, had little or 
no effect upon the election, and the man who was 
declared by most of the speakers at the meeting to 
be unfitted by lack of knowledge for a place on the 
bench was elected. This result has been a source 
of much chagrin to many members of the Bar As- 
sociation, and at several of its meetiifgs last Winter 
suggestions were made that it should enter the po- 
litical field so far as to call upon political bodies to 
confer with it before making nominations for ju- 
dicial offices.” The result of these suggestions is 
shown by the following proposed amendment to 
the seventeenth by-law of the assoviation: 

“At the October meeting there shall be appointed by 
the presiding officer a committee of 10, to be Enown 
as the Committee upon Judicial Nominations, whose 
duty it shall be to consider the fitness of candidates 
nominated or proposed to be nominated, by political 
parties or otherwise. for election in the ensuing 
month to judictal office, or to any office connected 
with the administration of justice, and to confer on 
that subject with other organizations or with nomi- 
nating conventions, and with power to recommend to 
the association, at a special meeting or otherwise, 
such action in respeet to candidates as they may arem 
necessary or proper.”’ 

This amendment will be presented to the asso- 
ciation at its stated meeting to be held next Tues- 
day evening, Oct. 11.

THE HAST RIVER BRIDGE. 
A RESOLUTION PASSED BY THE TRUSTEES 
TO ADVERTISE FOR STEEL. 

At the meeting of the Brooklyn Bridge Trus- 
tees, yesterday, President Murphy said that a 
meeting of the Executive Committee had been 
heid during the afternoon, and that it was resolved 
to accept a bid of Mr. William Sellers, the Presi- 
dent of the Edgemoor Iron Company, to supply 
the additional 1,000 tons of steel necessary to com- 
plete the bridge. Mr. Robert B. Roosevelt said 
that the Edgemoor Iron Company had utterly 
failed to ful ll its promises to the bridge Trustees 
inthe past, and he would therefore prefer that 


some other company should have a chance to do 
the work. He offered aresolution that the Trustees 
advertise for bids for the steel required, the 
bids to be handed in at or before the next meeting 
of the Board of Trustees, (the first Monday in No- 
vember,) and all of the steel to be delivered before 
June 1, 1882. Mr. Stranahan seconded the resolu- 
tion, but suggested that instead of advertising for 
bids it would be better to address invitations di- 
rectly to all the iron-masters in the country known 
to be able todo the work. Mr. Alfred C. Barnes 
said that if any other company could furnish the 
steel he was in favor of ignoring the Edeemoor Iron 
Company entirely. ‘‘ Peovle,” he said, ‘ are con- 
Stantly asking us when the bridge is going to be 
finished, and I cannot make them understand that 
the trouble is all on account of the delay in getting 
the steel.’’ In conclusion he said that the Edge- 
moor Iron Company had treated the Trustees out- 
rageouslv, and he would advise that the legal rep- 
resentatives of the board be instrucied “to pro- 
ceed with all the force and insistance the law can 
give to make the company perform its contract.” 
Mr. Roosevelt’s resolution was adopted after it had 
been amended so as to have the bids handed in by 
next Thursday week. The statement of the finan- 
cial condition of the bridge on Sept. 30 shows that 
the receipts to date have been $13,224,128 99, and 
expenditures $13,166,792 44. The amount of cash 
on hand was $57,326 55.

A NEW-ENGLAND AIR LINE. 

It is rumored that a New-England air line 
route is projected by the New-York Central Rail- 
road from New-York to Boston, shortening the 
distance considerably and reducing the time of 
transit to about five hours. Commenting upon this, 
the New-Haven Pailadium says: ‘ Another move- 


ment is on foot forarailroad from New-York to 
Springfield, and has William H. Vanderbilt to back 
it. President Watrous stated last evening that 
about 10 days since, Mr. Vanderbilt, who was then 
at his Newport viila, telegraphed Mr. Rutter, his 
confidential agent, to put surveyors at work on a 
route for a new railroad from New-York to New- 
Haven. In accordance with these instructiona, 
surveyors have been at work for a number of days 
looking over the territory. The work newin prog- 
réss is simply preliminary, and its great importance 
lies in the fact that Mr. Vanderbiit has ordered it. 
Surveyors have also been at work on the Spring- 
field end of the line. The project is in no way 
connected with the parallel road, and Mr. Wat- 
rous expresses the opinion that the new project 
did not have one-half the merit of the paraliel 
road plan, but has the advantage of abundant 
means, a3 Mr. Vanderbilt can build all the railroads 
he wants to. This isa plan substituted for that of 
last year, and which was rendered valueless when 
the Consolidated Company took control of the 
Canal Road. The statement that the new road 
would be rupning in a year is said to beavery fool- 
ish one. 
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THE UNIVERSITY OF LEWISBURG. 
Last April Mr. William Bucknell, the Phila- 
delphia millionaire, offered to subscribe $50,000 to 
the endowment fund of the University of Lewis- 
burg, Penn., on condition that an additional $50,000 
be raised by the constituency of that institution by 


the 1st of November next. Thirty thousand dollars 
of thissum has already been subscribed, and yes- 
terday afternoon a meeting of the Alumni was 
held inthe rooms of the Baptist Publication So- 
ciety, No. 9 Murray-street, to consider the 
best plan for raising the remaining $20,000 
to complete the fund. Mr. ©. B. Ripley, 
of this ,City, presided, and the Rey. T. 
A. K. Gessler acted as Secretary. Among 
the other sentlemen present were Mr. David J. 
Hill. President of the University; the Rev. Dr. Rob- 
ert Lowry, of Plainfield, N. J.; Mr. Alfred Taylor, 
the Rev. W. R. Maull, of Staten Island; the Rev. E. 
E. Jones, of Newmarket, N. J.; the Rev. Dr. Yerkes, 
and the Rey. O. W. Spratt, of the Baptist Pablica- 
tion Society.

SHIPWRECKED SEAMEN. 
THE CREW. OF THE BARK 8T. LAWRENCE 
RESCUED BY A PASSING VESSEL. 

The Norwegian bark Waaland, Capt. Erik- 
sen, which arrived from London yesterday, brought 
five men belonging to the bark St. Lawrence, of 
Prince Edward Island, which was abandoned ina 
sinking condition on Sept. 9 in latitude 32° 20’ and 
lorgitade 75° 23’. Capt. Eriksen states that on the 
2ist ult., in latitude 40° 45’ and longitude 56° 40’, he 
was spoken by the Norwegian bark Gafnahr, 
bound from Charleston for Hamburg. Her master 
stated that he had on board the crew of the St. 
Lawrence, but that they were quite crowded on 
his vessel. Capt. Eriksen consented to receive 
five of the men, ana four sailors and the cook were 
accordingly transferred to the Waaland, which 


brought them to this port. Yesterday afternoon 
Capt. Eriksen took the shipwrecked men to the 
British Consul, who sent them to the Sailors’ Home, 
in Cherry-street, where they willremain until berths 
can be found’for them on outgoing vessels. They 
report that the St. Lawrence sailed from 
Coosaw. 8. 0., for Plymouth, with a cargo of phos- 
phate on Sept. 8. About 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
of the 8th ahurricane burst upon the bark, and 
she was so badly strained that she sprung a 
leak, and all hands were sent to the pumps. 
It was necessary for the men at the pumps to be 
securely lashed in order te avoid being washed 
away from their posts, The depth of water in the 
hold was not ascertained, owing to imperfect 
soundings, but it was very evident that the leak 
was fast gaining ou them. The hurricane contin- 
ued with terrific force until nearly midnight, and 
the seas made a complete breach over 
the doomed St. Lawrence. The men with 
great difficulty had succeeded in remaining 
at the pumps, but no gain onthe leak had been 
made. Although the wind had gone down, the 
sea continued very tempestuous until morning. 
The leak gained steadily on the crew during the 
day, and late in the afternoon the bark wasina 
sinking condition. The men had eaten but little, 
and were almost exhausted from overwork. 
Shortly after 5 o’cloek the Norwegian bark 
Gafnahr hove in sight, and observed the signals 
of distress which the St. Lawrence was show- 
ing. The crew of the latter lowered their 
boat and abandoned the sinking bark. They saved 
little besides the clothes which they had on at the 
time and the ship’s papers and instruments. The 
men Say that they received good treatment on the 
Gafnahr, and on the morning of the 2ist, when the 
Waaland was spoken, Capt. James Jenkins, the 
master of the lost vessel, told five men to go on 
board the other bark. They were shown every 
kindness on board the latter vessel, and they speak 
in the very highest terms of Capt. Eriksen and 
his crew. ‘The seamen who were transferred to the 
Waaland and brought to this port were Samuel 
Redmond, John Norman, James Searle, and James 
Phillips. The cook, a German, accompanied them. 
They cannot say whether the vessel orcargo was 
insured, but the latter consisted of about 650 tons 
of phosphate. The St. Lawrence measured 354 
tons, and was owned by a Mr. Richardson, of 
Swansea, England, but hailed from Prince Ed- 
ward Island. 

The British steam-ship Bath City, which arrived 
from Bristol yesterday, reports that for seven days 
from longitude 20° to longitude 40° strong westerly 
gales constantly prevailed. The seas were ex- 
tremely high and the shin was roughly bandled, 
but sustained no injuries. Nineteen days were 
consumed in making the passage. 


YACHTING ON THE HUDSON. 
THK FALL REGATTA OF THE YONKERS YACHT 
CLUB YESTERDAY. 

The annual Fall regatta of the Yonkers 
Yacht Club for the club pennant took place yester- 
day afternoon, and was avery closely contested 
event. The course was 15 miles in length, allin 
plain view of Yonkers. The start was froma 
stake-boat anchored off the club-house at the foot

The boats were given a flying start at 12:30 
o’clock, and they crossed the imaginary line in 
the following order: Mabel, Scud, Tip Top, Pina- 
fore, Spray, Daisy, and Yankee Bird. The tide was 
the last of tke ebb at the start, but the wind blew 
fresh from the south-west, which carried the fleet 
rapidly up the river. They went around the course, 
making frequent changes in their. positions, and 
completing one-third of the race in the following 
time: Scud, 1:52:29; Pinafore, 1:53:05; Yankee 
Sird, 1:53:32; Mabel, 1:54:16; Daisy. 1:54:33; 
Spray, 1:54: Yip Top, 1:58:33. The  tieet, 
after passing around the Glenwood boat, came 
down the river slowly, the tide having changed to 
the flood, and the wind somewhat slackened and 
blew squally.

THE HORSE DISEASE IN ST. LOUIS. 

From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, Sept. 28. 
There are 25,000 horses in the city of St. 
Louis, and at the present time, according to the 


best reports attainable, about one out of three of 
them is laid up with the new and mysterious dis- 
ease which, for want of a better name, is called 
“ pink-eye.” The disease is rapidly spreading. and 
in its progress mach resembles the epizooty, which 
swept over the country from ocean to ocean ia the 
Winter of 1872 and 1878. It is not as fatal in its 
effects as the epizooty. The stablemen seem to 
have combined to keep the public in ignoranve of 
the existence of the disease. it showed itself here 
about four weeks ago. It is known to be iu exist- 
ence at the present time in naarly all the large 
cities of the Union. Its exact natureis unknown, 
and its origin is as profound a mystery as that 
which surrounds the epizooty. The veterinary 
surgeons are studying it carefully, and ate sux 
ceeding in reducing the number of fatal cases.

A LARGE AND BRILLIANT METZOR.

It isnot at all probable that the 
title of the Dominion will be disputed. The 
people of the United States are not greedy 
of new territories within the arctic circle or 
elsewhere, having in their system of govern- 
ment no room for such outlying possessions, 
and having on hand quite as many political 
problems as they care to grapple with. En- 
thusiastic naval Lieutenants who go about 
planting the Stars and Stripes on desert 
islands and formally enlarging the bounda- 
ries of the Union, have clearly mistaken the 
country of their service. The omnivorous 
British maw is receptive of all such morsels, 
however difficult their after digestion may 
turn out-to be. For the present, Alaska is 
quite as near the north pole as this country 
cares to go. 


Unless, perhaps, the opium war with 
‘China, no more causeless and wicked waste 
_ of human life has ever been sanctioned by

any British Government of recent times than 
the war in Afghanistan. ._To the lavish 
waste of men which distinguished that enter- 
prise there was added an equally lavish 
waste of money, and it now appears that, 
in addition to the extravagant and un- 
suspected proportions of the mili- 
tary bill, there enters into it a 
large element of peculation. The loose- 
ness of Indian book-keeping which allowed 
the expenditure of several millions sterling 
without having any accounts to show for it 
was sufficiently suspicious, and it is not at 
all surprising that ‘‘a vast system of 
bribery and corruption’? has been dis- 
covered in connection with the trans- 
port and commissariat operations. While 
the purity of British legislative methods 
is above suspicion, there never has been 
any reason to believe that there was an 
equal absence of jobbery among the petty 
officials of the empire. The dock-yards, in 
particular, have always offered great oppor- 
tunities for dishonesty, and a good many 
Liberals of a prying turn of mind are very 
much mistaken if in the purchase of sup- 
plies for these institutions the country has 
ever been served with perfect probity. The 
problem of having its work done on honest 
business principles is one which no civilized 
Government has yet thoroughly solved. 


The Paris Figaro devotes two columns to 
the enlightenment of its readers as .to the 
consequences of the accession to the Presi- 
dency of Mr. ‘‘AArnTHEUR.”’ In the first 
place, the President belongs to the school of 
‘‘unnameable’’ Republicans led by the 
‘*mysterious’”’ (ténébreuz) Gen. GRANT, of 
whom he\vis a tool. When the latter 
came into power, he “‘ overturned the whole 
Administration; 70,000 officials were 
changed, replaced by his  submis- 
sive creatures.”’ Probably Mr. ARTHUR 
will dolikewise; but no one will object, for 
“it is the law of conquest, and among a 
people who have built their cities on terri- 
tory ruled by Lynch law this policy, bor- 
rowed from the Turks of Morocco, will sur- 
prise no one.”’ But the worst consequence 
that this proceeding can have is that the 
Democrats, ‘‘who are the former Confederates 
of the South,’’ ‘‘ bent on the re-establish- 
ment of slavery” and the “‘ proclamation by 
Congress of State’s rights,’” may be helped 
by it ‘‘in the elections of 1885, and man- 
age to elect a Vice-President, if not a 
President, sharing their opinions.’”? The 
figaro writer finds it quite ‘‘impossible to 
conceal from himself that the election of a 
Democratic President would inevitably lead 
to the separation of the Southern States, so 
many times undertaken in the last half-cen- 
tury.’’ It is only fair to add that the Figaro 
has, so far as we have seen, a monopoly of 
this curious misinformation. 





Since the Bar Association nerved itself to 
the great effort of assisting in the prosecu- 
tion of the Ring Judges, it has been more 
distinguished for timidity than the aggres- 
sive vigor which was supposed to be the 
quality it was brought into existence to 
illustrate. It has sat still while the old Ring 
tactics were being re-established in the courts, 
and it has had no articulate protest against 
any of the unfit judicial nominations 
of recent years. Some of the members of 
the association seem to chafe under its let- 
alone policy, and desire to see some effort 
made to revive the zeal for reform 
which distinguished its early days. An 
amended by-law has accordingly been 
proposed looking to the appointment 
of a committee on judicial nomina- 
tions whose duty it shall be to 
consider and report on the fitness of candi- 
dates proposed for the Bench by the party 
organizations and to recommend such action 
on these nominations as they think proper. 
This is a step in the right direction, and the 
resolute maintenance of a high professional 
standard for judicial officers would give the 
Bar Association a claim which it has re- 
cently lacked to public respect and confi- 
dence. 


MR. CONEKELING AND CONKLINGISM. 


Some of the few defenders of the tactics 
pursued by the friends of ex-Senator ConK- 
LING are assuming to be very indignant at 
what they call the unwarrantable attacks upon 
that gentleman.’ They say that he is not be- 
fore the Republican Party, that he has made 
no issue with any section of the party, and 
that all that his friends ask for him is that 
he shall ‘‘ be let alone.’? The plea is not a 
new one, and it suggests certain analogies 
with a similar plea put forth some twen- 
ty years ago that are as unpleasant 
as they are striking. It is unquestionably a 
misfortune for the Republican Party in this 
State that at this moment it is more occu- 
pied with a division in its own ranks than 
with the differences between itself and its 
opponents. It is particularly unfortunate 
that this division so largely concerns one 
person, and one who has been so prominent 
aleader. Itis certainly as disagreeable to 
those sincere Republicans who have been 
anxious that the State Convention to-mor- 
row should not be under the control of Mr. 
CoNKLING’s immediate lieutenants that the 
present contest should be necessary as it 
can be to any one. But that it is necessary, 
and that Mr. ConKLinG has made it so, they 
have not a shadow of doubt. 

It is simply absurd to say that the ex- 
Senator is not before the party. He is so, 
and conspicuously, by his own acts. It is 
hardly necessary to remind the Republicans 
of this State that Mr. Conx ine resigned 
his place in the Senate for the avowed pur- 
pose of going before his party to seek a 
vindication for his position. That po- 
sition was, in brief, that the Presi- 
dent ought not to appoint to Federal 
office in this State a man offensive 
to the Senator, and that the President, in 
doing so, had deceived the Senator and vio- 
lated the principles which should have gov- 
erned him as chief Executive and as an 
honorable man. The position of the Sena- 
tor was not approved, A Legislature quite 
willing to approve it was forced by the firm 
and decided feeling of the party to disap- 
prove it. Mr. Conxirne made the issue, 
and lost on it. If he had accepted the 
result, with loyalty to his party and 
with self-respect, there would have been 
an end of the matter. But he 
did not do so. Never by word or act has he 
given the slightest sign that he bowed to the 
will of his party so clearly expressed. On 
the contrary, the day that his successor was 
elected bv the Legislature of the State he

issued a blatherskite proclamation, in which 
he referred to the men who had voted so 
long for him against the wish of the great 
majority of the party as ‘‘a Spartan band 
who had stood for principle and truth” 
“against forbidden and abhorrent forces,” 
and predicted that ‘‘the near future would 
vindicate their wisdom and crown them 
with approval.”’ 

This was at once an insult and a threat to 
the Republican Party, and the inexcusable 
attitude at that time assumed by the ex-Sen- 
ator has never been abandoned for an in- 
stant. He has himself maintained a sulky 
silence while his friends have done every- 
thing in their power to secure the accom- 
plishment of his menacing prediction. 
Wherever, in any Assembly district, Repub- 
licans have dared to propose to send to 
the convention men who approved of the 
defeat of Mr. Conk rine, they have been 
opposed by Mr. Conkuina’s supporters. In 
every Legislative nomination the same course 
has been pursued, and it has been pursued 
with the utmost violence and unscrupulous- 
ness. The resources of chicane, deceit, and 
rowdyism have been exhausted to secure to 
the Conkling machine the control of the 
party organization. The issue of Conk- 
ling and anti-Conkling has been made, 
not by the opponents, but by the 
followers, of the fallen leader. And 
now because Republicans in every part 
of the State have exercised their plain right 
to choose their own representatives in their 
own convention, they are told that they 
have been engaged in an unworthy personal 
contest, whereas they have simply defended 
themselves against a gross and unprincipled 
personal domination. ‘ 

We repeat that it is unfortunate that such 
an issue has been raised, but it would have 
been a thousand times more unfortunate if, 
after it had been raised, the party had been 
found unwilling or unable to deal with it. 
It is no one’s fault but his own if Mr. Conx- 
LING has given his name to a system of po- 
litical management which seeks the ad- 
vancement of individuals despite the will 
of the party, which involves fraud 
and violence as elements in the 
formal organization of the party, 
which represses freedom of debate and free- 
dom of action on the part of Republicans. 
Such a system, tolerated too long, would 
ruin the party. It is not pleasant to have 
to overthrow it, but it would be fatal to su- 
pinely yield to it for the sake of ‘‘ harmony.’”’ 
Conklingism is a patent, offensive, danger- 
ous fact in the politics of the State. Itis also 
and has long been an unqualified nuisance. 
The party has made a bold and strong effort 
to abate it, and would have deserved the fate 
which unquestionably awaited it if it had 
refused to make that effort. 





COMPETITION OF TRUNK LINES. 


Of the merits of the special controversy 
between Presidents VANDERBILT and GAR- 
RETT the public is not in a position to judge. 
Owing to the extent to which they and 
others at the head of great railroad corpora- 
tions have been left to manage their busi- 
ness in their own way, responsible to no 
power but such as they set up among 
themselves, and the fact that there 
is no proper publicity given to their 
tariffs or their accounts or the details of 
their operations, we are in the dark as to the 
foundation of the charges which they make 
against each other. Perhaps the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad cut under the rates which 
had been agreed upon in the trunk line 
combination and provoked the New-York 
Central to an abandonment of the compact, 
or it may be that Mr. VANDERBILT deter- 
mined to use the vast power which he sways 
to break down the rivalry of other through 
lines in New-York and New-Engiand 
business. The public ought to have the 
means ot knowing enough about the matter 
to form a correct judgment, but it has not. 
All the trunk lines of railroad ought to be 
subject to a common regulative authority 
which would prevent them from tres- 
passing upon each other’s rights, wan- 
tonly sacrificing the interests of stock- 
holders, and disregarding the just claims of 
the public, but they are not. Consequently, 
all that the people can do under present cir- 
cumstances is to let the combatants fight 
their battles out with whatever damage to 
themselves and to the interests of others, 
and be thankful for any chance of coming 
by their own through the falling out of the 
railroad magnates. 

But there is one phase of this contest 
which is decidedly interesting to the people 
of this City. Under the agreement by which 
the five great trunk lines were wont to pool 
their business and thereby keep out of a 
fight, ‘‘differential rates’? were allowed 
to the roads terminating at  Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore on __ business 
from the West to those cities. The 
New-York Chamber of Commerce has long 
contended that the difference established 
was purely arbitrary and entirely unjust. 
It is admitted that the distance from the 
principal shipping points of the West to 
Philadelphia by way of the Pennsylvania 
road and its connections, and to Baltimore by 
way of the Baltimore and Ohio and its con- 
nections, is less than the distance from the 
same points to New-York by way of the 
Central, but it is claimed that that should 
not of itself decide the question of rates. 
The price at which a railroad can afford to 
carry certain merchandise is not determined 
solely or chiefly by the distance over which 
it is moved. It has been contended by 
the Chamber of Commerce that the 
advantages of the Central Road in 
the matter of easy grades, large 
and profitable way traffic, and general vol- 
ume of business were such that there was no 
sreason why rates from the West over its 
lines to New-York should be any higher 
than for the shorter distances to,Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore over the other lines. It 
was claimed that this City is entitled to the 
enjoyment of its advantages for foreign 
trade and that they should not be arbitrarily 
curtailed for the purpose of building up a 
trade for other cities. 

However this may be, it is certain that the 
difference in rates allowed to Philadelphia 
and Baltimore was entirely arbitrary, and 
was always defended, not on the ground 
that it cost less to bring merchandise to 
those cities, but that it cost more to ship it 
thence to foreign parts and that they were 
fairly entitled to a share in that business. Mr. 
VANDERBILT himself, three years ago, when 
he deemed it for the interest of his roads to 
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maintain the agreement with the others, jus- 
tified these differential rates solely on that 
ground and took credit to himself for help- 
ing to equalize the advantages of the rival 
cities. Myr. GARRETT maintains that this 
should still be done, while the President 
of the Central has concluded that times 
have changed since 1878 and that it 
is his business to look out for the interests 
of the railroads under his charge, together 
with those of New-York, and to leave the 
other trunk lines and the cities at which 
they terminate to take care of themselves. 
In other words, he proposes to try com- 
petition for a while, and, judging 
from his equanimity and the cry of 
distress from Baltimore, the New-York 
road is likely to stand it quite as well as its 
rivals. If the New-York Central and Hud- 
son River Road, with its connections west,of 
Buffalo, can legitimately afford to bring 
merchandise from Chicago to New-York as 
cheaply as the Baltimore and Ohio can get it 
from the same point to Baltimore, we see no 
reason why the merchants of this City 
should be compelled to pay higher rates in 
order to help those of a city which has not 
the same advantages for foreign trade. 

But while Mr. VANDERBILT has had an 
accession of faith in competition in through 
business as between the Central and the 
rival routes to the sea-board further south, 
he does not take kindly to the idea of encour- 
aging it in his own field. There are men of 
a very fair degree of sagacity who are 
ready to maintain not only that the Cen- 
tral can bring freight from the West to 
New-York quite as cheaply as it can be 
brought to Philadelphia and Baltimore by 
the trunk lines terminating there, but that a 
line might be constructed which would 
bring it here at lower rates than any of 
them. Whatever the advantages of the 
Central may be in the matter of grades and 
of important cities along its line con- 
tributing way business, it is never for- 
gotten that it has for years been 
earning dividends on a large volume 
of fictitious capital. If a line could be 
honestly constructed by the most direct 
practicable route from this City to Chicago 
and St. Louis, and its capitalization could 
be kept down to an exact representation of 
the money laid out, there is a very general 
belief that, if well managed, it would have 
a paying business at rates much below those 
that any line will permanently maintain 
now. But that would be a kind of competi- 
tion that Mr. VANDERBILT does not seem to 
be ready to welcome. Meantime, the public 
will watch with some interest the effect of 
the resumption of busihess rivalry on the 
part of the trunk lines, and will probably be 
confirmed in the conviction that there is 
need of some judicious regulation that will 
secure stability of rates and substantial har- 
mony of management and put an end both 
to arbitrary compacts for the prevention of 
competition and to the derangement that 
comes from their sudden break-down. 


NEW LAND BILLS. 


Members of the British Parliament had 
barely entered on the’ pleasures of their 
well-earned vacation before vague signs 
were seen of a land agitation next session 
that would not have the word Ireland in its 
title. Scotland is the scene of the strongest 
sentiment, and no county in all the land is so 
much stirred by it as the extreme north-east. 
Aberdeenshire, where cattle-breeding and 
feeding is a leading pursuit, feels the result 
of American competition more deeply every 
month, and farmers see only ruin in their 
way. American grain is elsewhere making 
the growth of wheat an actual loss to the 
grower. Bad harvests year after year have 
taken away all the hope the farmers could 
retain, and altogether it is no easy thing 
to farm now in the north of Scotland 
and make money out of it. Almost every 
crop this year—oats, barley, and hay—is in- 
ferior; even turnips, which to the poor of 
Scotland are almost what the potato is to 
Ireland, are a very bad crop, in many places 
not a half-crop. While itis true that oats, 
barley, and beef fetch better prices now than 
they did ten years ago, the prices are not 
better, in proportion, than labor is 
higher. The proportion of gain, as a 
matter of fact, is all on the labor side. For 
a farm of 280 acres labor now costs about 
£50 a year more than it did ten years ago, 
but beef in ten vears has advanced only 12s. 
per hundred-weight. Other farm expenses, 
also, have increased. 'Tradesmen’s accounts 
have doubled, and what are classed as mis- 
cellaneous expenses are, in a typical case, 
£88 now where they were £49 ten years ago. 
Added to all this is the increase of rent. 

English farmers suffer in like manner and 
furnish similar statistics which cannot be 
explained away by the Earl Drersy’s opti- 
mist declaration that there are in Britain 
35,000,000 mouths to feed, and cuitivators 
dwelling on British soil cannot be driven out 
of the field by rivals dwelling 5,000 
miles away. Facts are against this reason- 
ing. Labor in England has advanced as 
it has in Scotland; competition has in- 
creased at a. rapid ratio, and the 5,000 
miles have been more than counterbalanced 
by the rise in farm labor, by rents, which 
have gone up, and by the cost of living, 
which is greater; so that, in the south and 
east, many farms are tenantless, a single 
district having eleven, while others are cul- 
tivated by the owners for want of tenants. 
Rents have unmistakably gone up all over 
the country. A new demand has arisen for 
land. Men grown suddenly rich by free 
trade, iron manufacturers, beer brewers, and 
merchant princes, a few years ago, in their 
prosperous times, bought estates ali over the 
island, in order to make themselves country 
gentlemen and thus to acquire social position. 
Rents naturally went up, independent of the 
35,000,000 mouths there are to feed. Then 
there is in England the question of extraor- 
dinary tithes, to which bad harvests have 
given a new importance; for tithes must be 
paid each year to the Vicar, be the year 
good or bad. An extraordinary tithe is an 
impost on land cultivated for hops, fruit, and 
vegetables. Worthless land, if reclaimed and 
grown to hops, must pay this assessment to 
the Vicar, and if it be not paid the bailiff 
comes. Associations have been formed to 
secure the abolition of these tithes. Ex: 
citing scenes have been witnessed in Eng- 
land within the past three months, when 
bailiffs were sent to enforce payments, and 
on one of them four additional bailiffs had to 
be called in to execute the process. Crowds 
gathered on the cround; they cheered the 
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farmer, they interfered with the bailiff, and 
they groaned for the Vicar. 

Indeed, the signs of the times are in many 
ways like those which were seen in Ireland 
a year ago, except that care has been taken 
to do no great violence. ‘‘ English tenant 
farmers who are always loyal,’’ said a speaker 
at a recent meeting in Sheffield, ‘‘ must have 
the same protection and the same privileges 
as the disloyal [rish tenant farmers who 
shoot their landlords.’? Aberdeenshire ten- 
ants have combined in a positive refusal to 
pay rent, except on terms of large abatement, 
and when the agent of a proprietor, who in 
another district owns twenty farms, went to 
his usual place to collect the rents, he found 
only two of the tenants there, and on in- 
quiring the cause of the others’ absence was 
told that they had resolved to withh old pay- 
ment unless the rents were put down per- 
manently 25 per cent. In Ross-shire, even 
more Land League-like indications are seen. 
Tenants have been warned there, in 
threatening terms, against paying rent 
without substantial reductions. Organiza- 
tion of the Scotch movement, which has 
heretofore been active in local meetings but 
wanting in direction and unity of action, 
will soon be undertaken, and Irish members 
of the Land League living in Scotland are 
about to confer with Scotch farmers for 
that purpose. Some agitators even desire a 
law very like the Irish bill. 


Thus far the demands of the farmers, 
while far-reaching and corrective of ancient 
and great wrongs, are not by any means 
revolutionary in the sense that the Irish de- 
mands were and still are. Occasionally a 
project for the ‘‘nationalization of land” 
has been favored, but its supporters are not 
yet many. The points on which there seems 
to be more or less practical agreement are 
the abolition of extraordinary tithes; the 
creation of arbitration courts to fix compen- 
sation for improyements; a fair adjust- 
ment of rents on a revaluation of 
farms; power of the tenant to sell, 
assign, or bequeath his holding; the aboli- 
tion of entail, (the most far-extending and 
vital measure that could be devised and hit- 
ting at the source of more trouble than 
American competition has ever given;) 
greater facilities for the transfer of land, and 
the abolition of the summary power of ejec- 
tion possessed by landlords when security 
for two years’ rent in advance is not given 
by the tenant. Bills have actually been drawn 
up in rough form in Scotland, England, 
and Wales, and the Scotch bill, as the tele- 
graph informed usa few daysago, has gotinto 
the newspapers of London. By the time 
the harvests are all gathered. and housed 
and Winter has come on, much more of this 
agitation will be heard, and when Parlia- 
ment reassembles all signs will fail if it do 
not become the chief business of the session. 
Mr. W. H. GuapstTons, son of the Premier, 
who is known to have chosen the land ques- 
tion as his question for the future, has 
already spoken at a land meeting, and no 
one need be surprised to find the Premier 
laying before the Commons next year a land 
bill for England and Scotland. 





NAPOLEON Vi. 

It is announced that Prince Jerome Na- 
POLEON is about to resign his claims to the 
imperial throne of France in favor of his 
son Prince Victor, and that the latter is 
henceforth to be known among ardent im- 
perialists as NAPOLEON VI. Inasmuch as but 
one real and one alleged NAPOLEON have as 
yet reigned over France, the rapid growth of 
the imperial line as shown by the fact that 
it is now represented by a sixth NAPOLEON 
is rather amusing. If the re-establishment 
of the empire should be delayed as long as 
was the invitation made by France a few 
years ago to the Count D— CHAMBORD to re- 
store the Bourbon monarchy, we may find 
that the next actually reigning Emperor will 
be Napouron X., or possibly NaPoLEon XV. 
The Carlists arrange their dynasty with 
rather less liberality. The first Don Car- 
Los called himself CHARLES Y., and as there 
have been in all four distinct and successive 
Don CARLOsES, the present owner of that 
name might call himself Caaruzs VIIL., but 
he has wisely decided that four pretenders 
cannot possibly be worth more than three 
Kings, and accordingly contents himself 
with the title of Coartxs VIL. 

There can be no doubt that the persistence 
with which Prince JERomE NaPoLkon has 
clung to his rights as the head of the Bona- 
PARTE family has greatly injured the cause 
of French imperialism. Beyond any ques- 
tion he is the ablest BoNAPARTE since the 
death of the great Emperor. Every unpre- 
judiced man who has come in contact with 
him has conceded that he is a man of rare 
intellectual capacity, and men as widely 
differing in temperament and convictions 
as VicroR Hueo and the late Epwarp 
SENIOR agree in their estimate of him. 
The one gleam of common sense that is found 
in Victor HuaGo’shistory of the coup d'état is 
the advice given by Prince JEROME to the 
poet. The latter’s idea of successfully re 
sisting the usurpation of the President was 
to print impassioned proclamations which 
could not be distributed, and to induce the 
representatives of the people to put on 
their official scarfs and to stand in impres- 
sive attitudes in the front of the barricades, 
where they were either shoved into the gut- 
ter or shot by the troops. Prince JEROME 
came to Victor Hueco at night and told 
him that the one way to checkmate the 
conspirators was to arrest Lours NAPOLEON, 
and though, as a matter of course, so 
sensible and practical a suggestion was re- 
jected by the poet, he speaks in his book in 
the highest terms of the Prince’s good sense 
and patriotism. 

But with all his ability, Prince JERomE is 
intensely unpopular. The clergy hate him 
as a dissolute atheist; the populace believe 
him to be a coward, and the imperialists as 
a body share the dislike and distrust of him 
which the Empress Evcenre has so often 
and openly shown. A leader whom no one 
liked, and but a handful of imperialists 
would follow, could not hold the party to- 
gether, and in resigning his claims Prince 
JEROME shows his appreciation of his posi- 
tion and of the hopelessness of the imperial- 
ist cause so long as it is handicapped with so 
unpopular a representative. 

Had Prince JeromsE promptly acquiesced 
in the recommendation made .by the late 
Prince Lovis Napo.ron in his will, that 
Prince Vicror should be recognized as the 
Bonapartis= chief, the imperialists would 
not have been so disastrously defeated as. 


they were in the recent election. Even now, 
late as it is, the imperialists will take fresh 
courage, and their cause will receive a new 
impulse with the disappearance of Prince 
JEROME as a pretender. The young man on 
whom their hopes are now centred is a 
Prince of whom no honest imperialist need 
feel otherwise than proud. He is the son 
of the Savoyard Princess CiLoraitpe, 
who, for the sake of Italy, assented to 
marry a man in every way repulsive to her, 
and who deserves a conspicuous monument 
among those which the Italians have raised 
to the martyrs of their country’s resurrec- 
tion. Her two sons have been brought up 
by their mother, whose pious care has 
kept them from the contamination of their 
father’s dissolute life. Prince Vicror, who 
is now 19 years old, is said to be a youth 
whose life is as blameless as was that of the 
gallant boy who was left to die by Zulu 
spears, and we are told that he inherits the 
quickness and brilliancy of intellect of his 
father. As the son of CLorHiipx, he can 
trace his lineage for eight hundred years, 
through the long line of soldier Princes of 
Savoy, to that almost legendary hero, Count 
HUMBERT; and though he is now the 
head of the Bonapartist House, he must feel 
far more pride as a grandson of Victor Em- 
MANUEL than as a great-grandson of CaRLO 
Buonaparte. He is not nalf—or wholly— 
Dutch, as was the Third NapoLeon; nor is 
he partly Spanish, as was Prince Louts Na- 
POLEON; but his blood is almost as purely 
Italian as that which ran in the veins ot Na- 
POLEON the Great. The Church cannot but 
look with favor on the son of the pious 
CLOTHILDE; the liberal imperialists will 
believe that he has inherited to some 
extent the democratic impulses’. of 
his father, and those to whom 
Bonapartism is the cult of military glory 
will believe that a Prince of the House of 
Savoy is mentally a born soldier. Dark as 
the prospects of the imperialists may seem 
at this moment, they certainly are not darker 
than were those of the legitimists for half a 
century, and as Henry V. could have had 
the crown of France a few years since but for 
his own obstinacy, it must be admitted that 
there is a chance that a Prince blameless in 
character and fhe inheritor not only of the Na- 
poleon traditions, but of the fame of Prince 
EvGeEnE and King Victor EMMANUEL, May 
yet be crowned as Napoueon VI. 





It has long been a matter of surprise that 
there has not been devised, and generally adopted, 
in this City some system for the numbering of 
houses in such a way that the numerals would be 
discernible after dark as well as during daylight. 
Constant annoyance is encountered in this respect 
by those who have occasion to visit houses 
late in the evening. On Fifth-avenue, and in 
nearly all other prominent thoroughfares, it is 
extremely difficult, and often impossible, to 
discover the number of a house after the hall light 
has been turned out, which is sometimes done as 
early as 9o0’clock. This inability to see the num- 
ber often necessitates along tramp up and down 
‘the stoops of other houses, until finally, perhaps 
with the ald of light, the rays thrown out by a 
street lamp will enable the searcher to decipher a 
number. Even then it is often the case that the 
seeker, especially if a stranger, is at a lossto de- 
termine which way~ the’ street numbers 
run. To settle that point he has to re- 
trace his steps and travel some distance the 
other way until he is fortunate enough to find an- 
other number he can make out, and thus arrive at 
a conclusion whereby, with the aid of some menial 
calculation in the counting of the intermediate 
buildings, he can reach the one he desires to find. 
All this trouble and delay might be obviated if 
house-owners were to place plated metal numbers 
on the doors near the door-knob or bell-handle, as 
is done in some few instances, or better still, if the 
numbers were cut on the stone posts of the stoop 
or on one of the perpendicular slabs of the stairs 
leading to the entrance. The numbers could then 
be seen at night with the same readiness as in the 
day-time. The cost of such an improvement would 
be trifling and its advantages great, 
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The London Academy, ina recent notice of 
Mr. Fawcert’s able novel, “A Gentleman of Lei- 
sure,” hit the nail in pointing tothe fact that noth- 
ing strikes a harder blow to the pretensions of mere 
birth than does a peerage, inasmuch as it gives 
new men of plebeian origin rank and precedence 
over those of the most anclent descent. There has 
been a curious ignorance on the subject of social 
standing on both sides of the Atlantic. In England, 
those even who ordinarily are well informed, have 
until quite lately been under the impression that, 
from a social point of view, one man is here re- 
garded as precisely as good as another. Norhas 
their intelligence been altogether at fault for so 
supposing. This idea has been encouraged 
abroad by Americans having inferior social 
position here, while those of a higher class, 
although _ sticklers enough for position 
at home, have pretended to pooh-pooh it when 
speaking as American sovereigns to European sub- 
jects. Americans, on the other hand, have often 
excited ridicule abroad for the prodigious def- 
erence they have paid to the possessor of a title, 
whiie taking little stock in those of patrician 
family whose social pcsition was incomparably 
higher. To this hour comparatively few Ameri- 
cans realize that rank and position by no means 
necessarily go together in the Oid Country, and 
that there are raen, like the late Sir Rosert 
Peet, too proud to care for a peerage. At this 
moment there is a gentleman, the father of the 
House of Commons, who has refused such a 
dignity, as, inaeed, did his father before him. 
He has represented his county for 45 years, and 
is its Lord Lieutenant, and a peerage would merely 
remove him from ‘‘the pleasantest club in Lon- 
don,” yclept the House of Commons, without 
any, to him, counterbalancing equivalent. Yet, if 
to-morrow plain CHRISTOPHER TALBor registered 
at the Brevoort or Windsor, the average American 
would find it hard to*realize that he could be as 
important a person as even the Earl of Mount 
Doonp.e, with 50,000 mortgaged acres among the 
bogs of Connaught. 
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At the last meeting of the New-York Patho- 
logical Society, a very remarkable departure from 
the usual modes of treatment by ligation or com- 
pression, adopted in cases of aneurism, was pre- 
sented by Dr. T. R. CaamBers, who has been the 
first, it is believed, to employ the galvano-puncture 
in this difficult and usually fatal disorder. The 
artery involved was the subclavian; the patient, a 
printer by trade, 53 years of age, a native of the 
United States, had, when he came under treatment,a 
large pulsating tumor on the left aspect of the neck, 
whose first symptoms presented themselves some 
three years previous, in the form of asharp pain 
in the little finger, which gradually disabled the 
left arm from the hand to the shoulder, With the 
assistance of Dr. E. Evetsky and Dr. G.L. Knapp, 
who were acquairted with the European method 
of applying galvano-puncture to such cases, in Oc- 
tober last Dr. Coamsenrs decided to undertake the 
reduction of the tumor by means of the electrical 
needle, and for this purpose employed a Stdhrer 
battery of 21 cells, regulated by a rheostat, by 
means of which the intensity of the current could 
be gradually increased or diminished from a single 
couple to fuil strength, and vice versa. Six ordina- 
ry needles, 8 centimétres in length, ground 
in such a manner that their points were 
spear-shaped, and insulated by coating them 
with collodion, which somewhat increased their 
diameter, were employed for the successive opera- 
tions. Each operation occupies from 40 to 45 min- 
utes, the needles being passed through the tumor. 
parallel to each other, and withdrawn when a pe- 
culiar purple appearance of the whole upper ex-, 
tremity was noticed. At the first séance, one of the 
needies was compietely consumed and the other 
blackened and considerably diminished in thick- 
ness, while the removal was followed by an escape 
ef gas and the outflow of a black and opaque fluid 
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of the consistency of tar. The diminution fn the 
thrill and pulsation of the tumer was very percep- 
tible after tnis experiment, and there was an appar- 
ent condensation in volume, which encouraged 
the surgeon to attempt a second séance four days 
later. In thisthe full current of 21 cells was used, 
and the scarlatinoid rash common with high inten. 
sities followed within five minutes, involving the 
whole surface of the left shoulder. The rash 
darkened gradually, and resolved itself into the 
irregular purple spots so familiar to experimenters 
with galvano cautery and puncture. The with- 
drawal at the expiration of 45 minutes was fol- 
lowed by a subcutaneous hemorrhage, which 
formed a secondary tumor fully as large as the 
original aneurism. Two fresh needles were now 
inserted, and the current again passed for 40 
minutes, when the withdrawal was accompanied 
by a fiow of fresh arterial blood. In the course of a 
week, the nausea, loss of vision, pain in the head, 
mottled appearance of the arm, and blebs that had 
formed on the palmar surfaces of the second and 
ring ‘fingers had gradually disappeared; but the 
tumor had rapidly increased in dimensions and 
was now very large and acutely painful. The skia 
was bathed in perspiration, there was constant de- 
liriam, vision was completely extinguished, and 
the sense of hearing morbidly acute. Three des- 
perate attacks of hemorrhage ensued, and four 
days after the last attack the patient died. The 
autopsy disclosed extensive dilation and atheroma 
of the subclavian artery. with settled disease of 
the whole arterial system, as well as the fact 
that the fatal rupture was not caused, though 
possibly hastened, by the use of the needle. The 
result will, however, render American surgeons 
cautious in adopting an operation having the high= 
est European authority.

Some very curious speculations ariso when 
we consider that portion of Sir Jonn Luprock’s 
address before the British Association wherein he 
states his agreement with Crouu and Gersre as to 
the changing condition of our world. “‘ While the 
climate of the world is, no doubt, affected by geo- 
graphical conditions, the cold of the glacial period 
was, I believe, mainly due to the eccentricity of 
the earth’s orbit, combined with the obliquity of 
the elliptic.” According to the studies of Crorzand 
Stone, the calculation they arrive at is that it took 
a period of some 21,000 years to accomplish an abso- 
lute climatic change, ‘** during one-half of which the 
northern hemisphere was warmer than the south. 
ern, while during the other 10,500 years the reverse 
was the case.” Fortunately for us, we are to-day 
enjoying the agreeable half of some more pleasing 
period, but better than this, the eccentricity of our 
orb has been so much diminished that we may 
suppose that for the last 100,000 years things have 
been pretty much as they are to-day. But 300,004 
years ago there was, instead of a modest .016 of 
eccentricity, an exaggerated one of from .26 to .57, 
That these long periods of intense cold and exces- 
sive heat followed one another explains ‘the co-« 
existence in the same gravels of arctio and tropical 
animals, the former having lived in the cold, while 
the latter flourished in the hot, periods.” Feeling, 
then, somewhat assured as to our future, suppos¢ 
we give some considerations as to the presence of 
man inthe past. Sir Jonn Lussock believes ‘that 
man inhabited Europe during the milder periods of 
the glacial epochs,’ and differs from those high 
authorities who “consider that we have evidence 
of his presence in pre-glacial and even in miocene 
times.” It may be noticed that Sir Joun ig 
eareful to draw his conclusions oniy in 
regard to Europe, for the study of geology 
and anthropology has been heretofore carried out 
but on an infinitely small portion of the earth's 
surface. If evenin time to come researches tend 
ing to elucidate these difficult questions can be 
carried out in polar or other regions, we then may 
discover other facts which might place man even 
further back than the recent European glacial 
epochs. But where the speculative faculty would 
run riot would be exactly in that direction which 
not only to-day HERBERT SPENCER but even Hum 
BOLDT indulged in, and that is that human civiliza« 
tion has not always been one of steady progress; 
that, in fact, the savage of Africa, or the semi 
savage of the extreme North, might be the lineaj 
descendant of a race whose civilization was once 
fairly great, and that the progress men had made 
during a long series of ages had been suddenly or 
gradually arrested by some great cataclysm of! 
nature; that notwithstanding that forward 
march which all Gop’s creatures must make, phe- 
nomena of the most appalling character had ax 
rested their careers; that the perfection of 
world which the Creator has given to such few of 
us as live ina congenial climate, which tends tq 
our advancement, He has to-day withheld from 
others. Whose turn will it be next? is the question, 
Certainly Sir Jonn Lusgock’s theory of compara 
tively short periods when it was possible for may 
to advance, and then those dreadful epoehs when 
nature turned her back on him, gives a certain 
plausibility to Hersert SpENcER’s theory, that 
savagery, after all, may be the present traits of 
some particular races who in a long past time were, 
once fully civilized.

At Pembroke College, Cambridge, has been 
brougut to hght the solid silver mitre and crozier 
which belonged to Bishop Wren, the uncle of Sir 
Christopher Wren, the architect of St. Paul’s. 
Bishop Wren was successively Bishop of Here 
ford, of Norwich, ard of Ely. 


Spanish émigration from the Algerian Prov 
{nce of Oran since the ist of January numbers 24, 
621 persons, of whom more than half went away 
after the outrages under the leadership of Bou 
Amena. Itis estimated that their losses from the 
outrages will reach $160,000, which does not in- 
clude actual money ta ken from them or the joss of 
their flocks and herds. 

A monument has been raised in the Shipka 
Pass to commemorate the battles which were 
fought there during the late war between Russia 
and Turkey. It is said to be a worthy memorial of 
the thousands of lives, many of them the lives of 
the bravest meninthe opposing armies, which were 
Jost in the tremendous struggle- of Suleiman to 
force the pass. 


Restorers are at work on the celebrated 
frescoes in the Campo Santo at Pisa.,and complaint is 
ynade that the work is so badly done as seriously to 
threaten the great art value of these+fourteenth 
century productions of the Orcagnas and of Loren- 
cetti. Writers on early Italian art have ascribed to 
them a peculiar value as examples of early art his- 
tory. Taine says the Italian art of that time “has 
no more compiete charnel-house.” 


The three hundredth anniversary of the an- 
gexation of Siberia to the Czar’s empire will soon 
be celebrated at Irkutsk and in other cities of 
Asiatic Russia. A volume will be published de- 
scribing the immense progress which the country 
bas made since the annexation, one section of it 
being devoted to an account of the services ren- 
dered by the Polish exiles, of whom it is estimated 
that within the past generation upward of 100,000 
have gone into the country. 


A Frenchman has collected statistics which 
show that in Prussia the railways every year kill 1 
passenger in every 21,500,000 whom they carry; in 
Belgium they kill 1 in every 9,000,000; in England, 1 
fn every 5,250,000, and in France, 1 in every 2,000,- 
000. France thus stands highest for killing. For 
wounding it ‘ranks second, England being first. 
England, as will be seen, is second for killing. It 
is estimated that State and company management 
may have something to do with these differences. 


In the reading-room of the municipal library 
pf Rouen, in France, has been set up a curious and 
encient clock. It was built originally in 1782; in 
1816 it was altered; in 1838 it was bought by Rouen 
for 1,000f., and, after being for some years in dis- 
use, it has now been repaired and set going. The 
bour and the day of the month are shown by it, 
and it will go for 14 monéis and several days after 
a Single winding. 

An interesting exhibition attended the Geo- 
éTaphical Congress in Venice, and one of its most 
interesting objects was the linen cap which the 
last Doge wore on the last day of the Venetian 
repubiic, which had then endured for 1,400.years. It 
was the custom for Doges to wear this cap under 
the ducal cap, and on the day in question, May 12, 
1797, Lewis Manin, the last Doge, removed his linen 
pap and gave it to his Chamberlain, saying, with 
emotion, ‘Take this; I shall require it no more.” 


Nothing now in London escapes from the 
march of improvement, and even Newgate isin a 
fair way to fall. The Commissioners have report- 
ed against its retention, and it only remains for 
the British Home Secretary to approve their deci- 
sion. Asasite for a prison, Newgate, the place, is 
much older than the present edifice, for it goes 
back at least as far asthe reign of John, and the 
edifice was erected as early as 1782, the year of 
its completion, though its corner-stone was laid 10 
years earlier. Before it had been finished, in 1780, 
{t was attacked by the Lord George Gordon rioters, 
who liberated 300 prisoners and set fire to the 
building—an event lastingly familiar to every read- 
er of Dickens’s ‘‘ Barnaby Rudge.” 


St. Mark’s-square, in Venice, was illumi- 
gated very effectually a fortnight ago by means of 
100,000 lamps of oil. Every feature of the famous 
structures which surround the historica! piazza 
was clearly outlined, the effect of the oil in bring- 
ing out the lines of buildings being, it is said, far 
more satisfactory than gas or electricity could be. 
Electricity was used for the facade of the cathe- 
dral, but so disposed as not to interfere with the 
general illumination of the other buildings. The 
whole effect is declared by witnesses to have been 
magical and beyond description in words. An im- 
mense crowd filled the square, but good humor, 
twiling toleration, and an absence of intoxication 
prevailed on all sides. 


Rapid progress in steam navigation on other 
waters than the Atlantic is being made by English 
ghips. One of the Pacific Navigation Company’s 
roval mail steamers has just reached Plymouth 
from Adelaide, in South Australia, after a voyage 
which included all stops—one of them being two 
Gays in the Suez Canal—of 35 davs and 8 hours. 
She crossed the Indian Ocean, from Adelaide to 
the Red Sea, in 18 days, during which she made 
B22 knots consecutively each day, showing that 
phe steamed 5,800 miles at the rate of 1344 knotsan 
hour. The ship, which is named the Cotopaxi, is 
nota newone. She was built nine years ago. 


So great has been the destruction of cedar 
trees in the famous Lebanon forest that they have 
dwindled into a mere thicket, numbering only 400 
trees. Rustem Pasha, the Governor-General, has 
taken steps to arrest the disgraceful vandalism 
from which they suffer at the hands of travelers. 
He bas issued a special ordinance forbidding the 
erection of tents or other kinds of shelter within the 
tree district, and the lighting of fires fer cooking or 
other purposes is also prohibited. No one will be 
illowed to break off a twig, and beasts of burden 
will not be permitted to enter within the pre- 
scribed limits. Should oxen, sheep, goats, or other 
pasturage cattle be found there, they will be con- 
éscated absolutely.

The steamers 
Albany and Vibbard, of the Day Line to Albany, 
have the same arrangement of dining-room on 
main deck. As to quality of food and service 
thereof, I have no hesitation in inviting compari- 
son between the steamers named or those of our 
Stonington Line with uny first-class hotel conduct- 
ed on the European plan.

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL. 


THE TWO RICHELIEUS. 

The reappearance of Mr. Edwin Booth last 
evening at Booth’s Theatre had a special interest 
and significance which no one could fail to under- 
stand. Since this distinguished and great artist was 
last seen here he has filled a notably brilliant en- 
gagement in England, and has won from the pub- 
lic of London that appreciation and intelligent 
favor which have been accorded to him through a 
long period by ourown public. Mr. Booth’s suc- 
cessin England does not increase for us the value 
of his acting, nor does it modify the popular or 
critical estimate in which he has always been held 
here; but that success was a well-won and grace- 
ful tribute to his fine talent, and it has had the ex- 
cellent result of widening the circle of his affec- 
tionate and thoughtful admirers. There was an 
uncommon enthusiasm in the greeting which wel- 
comed him last night, and this expression of popu- 
lar sentiment was not without its effect upon his 
acting. He played with great spirit and care, and 
his performance was seen throughout with sus- 
tained interest. Mr. Booth is sensitive to public 
feeling; he acts most spontaneously when he is in 
strong harmony with his audience. In this respect 
heis unhke certain actors, endowed with complete 
self-mastery, who become, when needful, their 
own inspiration. Salvini played here in his most 
impassioned style before a freezing group of empty 
benches, 

This sensitiveness, or mood-influence, is allied to 

what is called the poetic temperament, and it is 
hardly necessary to point out at this late day that 
poetic quality gives a distinctive and abiding charm 
to Mr. Booth’s best acting. It is revealed in a cer- 
tain elusive, delicate, subtle beauty, more easily 
felt than defined. It is illustrated by his intellec- 
tual metheds; by his tendency to idealize and to 
evade the *‘tremendous realities’ of dramatic life; 
by his remarkable aptitude for picturesque expres- 
sion. It delights the eye and the fancy, while miss- 
ing quite frequently the ear and the heart. Itis most 
fully and winningly embodied in the actor’s Ham- 
let. In his Richelien—which was performed by 
Mr. Booth tast evening—it is still found, althongh 
less openly and lucidly; itis here observedin the 
extremely delicate and ideal treatment of a char- 
acter which, it is perfectly plain, might be exe- 
cuted in a broad and vigorous spirit of realism. 
The descriptions of Forrest's Richelieu are those 
of an essentially realistic method. That perform- 
ance must have been a work of rare 
power, dramatic contrast, and illuminative genius. 
But Mr. Booth’s Richelieu, although not specially 
forcible or imposing, wins attention by a consis- 
tent and effective art. The oddity, tender humor- 
ousness, striking foibles, and mental craftiness ot 
the character find, in Mr. Booth’s representation, 
complete expression. These elements of person- 
ality are also delightfully harmonized. It is not 
necessary at this time to describe the performance 
minutely; it has been witnessed and discussed 
on many occasions, and it has rightfally taken its 
place among the fine humanities of the stage. Mr. 
Booth’s appearances, it may be suggested, do not 
give cause for much special curiosity. The actor’s 
methods are familiar, his impersonations are well- 
known figures. Unlike most eminent tragic 
players—Mr. Barrett and Mr. Irving among those 
who are now acting—Mr. Booth seems to be con- 
tent to repeat his successes in Shakespearean or 
otherwise traditional drama. He touches no new 
characters, makes no novel experiments, enconr- 
ages no honest dramatic writing. This may be, as 
his most fervent eulogists affirm, a source of dignity 
and strength; but, in our judgment, itis also a 
source of weakness. The ability to essentially 
create character appears to lie. beyond his ambi- 
tion. This, however, is an ability which could 
hardly daunt him at the present stage of bis talent. 
He has reached, it is fair to say, the highest level 
of his art; he has grown to that point past which 
improvement is not looked for; he has the skill, 
the insight, and the imagination of a matured ar- 
tist. He is, both by his art and by his lack of the 
creative instinct, a Shakespearean actor. Among 
the players in Mr. Booth’s supporting cast were 
Miss Bella Pateman, Mr. Samuel Piercy, Mr. Cyril 
Searle, and Mr. R. Pateman. 


As though to stimulate judgment, which rests 
upon comparison, Mr. Lawrence Barrett made his 
appearance last night in Bulwer’s play at the Fifth- 
Avenue Theatre. His impersonation of Richelieu 
was seen here a few months ago, and was then de- 
scribed in this journal. It may be safely compared 
with that of Mr. Booth, for it has strong and strik- 
ing merits of its own. Mr. Barrett, unlike the 
elder actor, has a natural creative instinct. He has 
handled the Shakespearean drama with a good 
deal of industry, but he makes bold experiments; 
he has an admirable sympathy with fresh and novel 
ideas. There is in his talent something of that 
quality which himself found in Macready, the 
quality which made of Macready’s Richelieu and 
Cassius notable performances; Mr. Barrett’s Cas- 
sius and Richelieu are also, after their fashion, not- 
able performances. But Mr. Barrett’s artistic 
scope has been chiefly defined by his experiments. 
He has urged himself forward by hard krocks. 
He has proved—by his effortsin ‘The Man O’Air- 
lie,” “* Yorick’s Love,” and other dramas which 
he has had the taste and courage to produce— 
that he possesses the force and the intel- 
ligence with which to grasp unused types. 
In standard drama he works, if not with 
brilliancy, at least with an intensity and an ear- 
nestness that are hard to resist. In his Richelieu 
his faults of manner are least apparent and his 
merits are at moments prominent. His faults, both 
of mannerand of voice, are disagreeable. They 
are like the notes of a fish-horn amid sweet music. 
They are apt to destroy all the beauty and illusion 
of acting. But Mr. Barrett's Richelieu, although 
sufficiently angular and  unpicturesque in 
bearing and sufficiently unnatural in utter- 
ance to be at times unpleasant, is 

performance of real vigor and dramatic sin- 
cerity. It has sharp flashes of fire, moments of 
great power, sustained earnestness; it rises nobly 
at the right climaxes; it is life-like, if not always 
artistic. It is not a many-sided, gracefully pic- 
turesque, and graduated performance like that of 
Mr Booth; its merits are more intensely dramatic. 
Mr. Barrett was assisted by his old company, 
which includes Mr. Louis James and Miss Marie 
Wainwright. 


GRAND OPERA-HOUSE. 


The Emma Abbott Opera Company gave 
the first performance of a two weeks’ season last 
night, ‘Fra Diavolo’”’ being the opera, with Miss 
Abbott as Zerlina, Mr. Castle as Fra Diavolo, Mme, 
Maurel as Lady Alleash, Mr. Stoddard as Lord All- 
cash, and Messrs. George Conly, Olini, Anpleby, 
and Tamsin the other réles. The house was tol- 
erably well filled with an audience that 
in an ordinary sized auditorium would 
have seemed very large, and there was 
no lack of enthusiasm during the evening—so that 
the company may be said to have made a success- 
ful first appearance. It is a problem tostate where 
Miss Abbott and her company should be ranked. 
Their performance last night was decidedly unin- 
teresting, and yet there were evidences of hard 
work and occasional meritorious episodes which 
seemed to entitle them to more consideration than 
the average character of the representation war- 
rants. Even the good-natured audience of the 
Grand Opera-house could find but little to 
applaud in the dramatic part of the opera, though 
the crude singing seemed to afford pleasure. Mr. 
Castle’s Fra Diavolo is a reminiscence of former 
days. He would sing if he could, and has the art 
to make the most of his vocal resources. If not sat- 
isfactory, he is never offensive, which is more than. 
can be said of most of his profession. Mr. George 
A. Conly, with his magnificent voice, had but a 
slight chance in this opera, but was as good as could 
be desired, and was twice recalled in his song in 
the third act. Mme. Maurel, though not sprightly 
or amusing, sang well, and gave a fairly good in- 
terpretation of the rédle of Lady Alicash, which 
was not sustained by Mr. Stoddard as Lord All- 
cash. Of course, the principal interest in the per- 
formance was centred in Miss Abbott’s interpreta- 
tion of the part of Zerlina, It makes no difference 

what character Miss Abbott may assume, for she 
asserts her individuality {n all of them, and wheth- 
er she is temporarily Lucia or Zerlina, she is always 
Miss Abbott. As an actress she is so intensely ear- 
nest that the demand on. one’s sympathies 
is exhausting, and it is inexpressibly weari- 
some to have to. follow. her through a 
play. As a singer Miss Abbott distinctly chal- 
lenges eriticism. It is only fairto say that she haa 
naturally a voice of good quality, though it is cold 
but if well managed it would be atiective. for it is

powerful and extends to the limits of the highest 
soprano range. As Miss Abbott sings, however, it 
is distressing to a musical ear to listen to her. 
She cannot be said to be an artist of the 
rank sho claims, and her efforts are not 
ot the character to commend her to the favor 
of those musical people who have heard the 
really great artists of the world andcan distin- 
guish between the genuine and the imitation in art. 
Asa “popular” singer Miss Abbott’s success is ex- 
plicable, for she is so earnest and possesses such 
magnetic power that she can carry her audiences 
with her. In New-York, however, it is hardly 
possible that she should win the praise and ap- 
plause that always awaits her in the more breezy 


cities of the far West.

OBITUARY. 


JOHN D. MAIRS. 

Jobn D. Mairs, a member of the firm of 
David Dows & Co., produce dealers, No. 20 South- 
street, Vice-President of the New-York Elevated 
Railroad Company, and Director of the Conti- 
nental Fire Insurance Company and of the Bank 
of America, died very suddenly at his Summer 
residence, at Irvington-on-the-Hudson, at 12:30 
o'clock yesterday morning. Mr. Mairs was born 
in Utica, N. Y., 54 years ago, and rose 


to the position he held as one of New-York’s 
representative business men through his own 
exertions, his career being marked by a re- 
markable foresight, close application, and untiring 
devotion to the enterprises in which he was inter- 
ested. Earlyin life Mr. Mairs left his home in 
Utica, where he had received the benefits of a 
common school education, and went to San Fran- 
cisco in hopes of there amassing a fortune, which, 
during the gold excitement of 1849, seemed to be 
in the reach of any who would but exert him- 
self to grasp the prize. Not being especial- 
ly successful he came to New-York and 
entered as a clerk the mercantile house 
of his uncle, David Dows, to which he was ad- 
mitted as a partner in 1854, retaining an active 
interest in tne business up to the time of his death. 
He was one of the original promoters of the New- 
York Elevated Road scheme, and in 1879 was made 
Vice-President of the company. Mr. Mairs was 
one of the most valued members of the Produce 
Exchange, and was identified with the Cal- 
vary Baptist Church, on West Twenty-third 
street. He leaves a widow and four children. 
The disease which resulted in Mr. Mairs’s death 
Wasa gastric trouble, from which he had been a 
sufferer, but not to any alarming extent, for some 
months past. He was obliged to suspend business 
and go to Saratoga, where he remained during the 
month of August, returning much benefited and 
apparently fully restored to health. Until some- 
thing over two weeks ago he attended to his cus- 
tomary duties, but the warm weather affected him 
materially, and he went to his country seat. Out 
of respect to his memory the house of David 
Dows & Co. was closed yesterday.: Mr. Mairs will 
be buried at Irvington to-morrow morning.

E£X-GOV. MOSES IN TROUBLE. 


ARRESTED ON A CHARGE OF SWINDLING 
MAJOR W. L. HALL. 

Major William L. Hall and Franklin J. 
Moses, ex-Governor of Sauth Carolina, are in 
trouble again. Major Hall is, of course, the dupe, 
and Mosesisaprisoner. It came about this way: 
Newspaper readers remember how the confiding 
Major last June permitted “ Plin’” White, the king 
of swindlers, who years before had wheedled a 
fortune out of him, to fleece him outof a good 
round sum of money. Moses, since 1878, bas lived 
from hand to mouth. On the 14th of last June, 
two days after ‘*Plin’” had been arrested, Major 
Halli was visited at No. 4 East Tenth-street by Moses, 
who had adopted the alias of ‘*Mr. Hassan.” 
He told the Major that he was a law- 


yer, and that for $25 he would give information 
which would enable him te recover the money 
**Plih” had swindled him out of provided that 
Major Hall would guarantee him 5 per cent. of the 
amount recovered. Major Hall profited a little by 
experience, and sent for his friend, Mr. Maltby G. 
Lane, of No, 94 Fourth-avenue, and in nis and 
Major Hall’s presence **Mr. Hassan’’ related that 
“Plin” and his family boarded with his moth- 
er at No. 130 East One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-eighth-street, and that all of White's 
ossessions and those of kis wife were in the 
10use. His (** Mr. Hassan’s”’) plan was to go to 
Jefferson Market with his ‘law partner” and pro- 
cure a search warrant fram Justice Morgan. With 
this process the property of the Whites could be 
seized and they would be forced to make a settle- 
ment. The confiding Major fell into the trap, 
agreed to everything, and handed Moses $20. Just 
as Moses was about to leave he called the Major 
aside and asked him if he was a Freemason. Major 
Hall said that he was, and Mores gripped him. 
Then he said, insinuatinely, ‘‘ Major, now that we 
knew each other as brothers, let me have $5 
more.” The money was added to the $20 and Moses 
disappeared only to return as a detected swindler. 
Major Hall was much vexed when he found that 
he had scored another bad investment of confi- 
dence. He visited Police Head-quarters, and In- 
spector Byrnes detailed Detectives Ruland and 
Haly to hunt up * Mr. Hassan.” Last night, on the 
description Major Hall gave of the swindler, they 
followed a man to No. & West Eleventh-street, 
and there arrested him. He proved to be Moses, 
and he was fully identified at Police Head-quar- 
ters. He was very gray and shabby, and the old 
swagger is gone. He admitted his guilt, and 
pleaded with Major Hall to be allowed to settle the 
affair, but Inspector Byrnes put a stop to their ne- 
gotiations. 

Moses was arrested in this City three years ago 
for making and uttering a forged note in South 
Carolina for $316. On Sept. 17, 1878, he was deliv- 
ered to the South Carolina authorities, who, how- 
ever, placed him on parole and allowed him to 


escape.

The Coroner held an investigation to-day into the 
cause of the death of Polite Sergeant Albert Stan- 
bach, of the Tweifth District.

Lonpon, Ontario, Oct. 3.—The jury of in- 
quest on the five persons killed by the collision on 
the air line, Great Western Railway, on Thursday 
last, has returned a verdict of manslaughter against 
John Maxwell, conductor, and Richard Wolmsley, 
engineer, of the excursion train, they having dis- 
obeyed the orders of the company. Maxwell has 
fled and Wolmsley was among the killed. 


JamEstown, N. Y., Oct. 3.—Burglars en- 
tered astore at Frewsburg, three miles from here, 
last night, and, being surprised by the owner, they 
drew their revolvers and fired, shooting one of 
their number through the body. He will probably 
die. He is about 30 years of age and his parents 
reside in Philadelphia. His companions escaped.

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FLOODS IN THE NORTH-WEST. 
THE RIVERS HIGH AND RISING RAPIDLY— 
CONSIDERABLE DAMAGE ALREADY DONE. 

St. Pau, Oct. 3.—lhe heavy rains of the 
past month have had their natural effect upon the 
rivers of the North-west, especially in Minnesota 
and Wisconsin. The Minnesota River is up to the 
danger line, and fears are felt that the disasters of 
last Spring will be repeated. The bottoms along 
the river are overflowed, and considerable damage 
to hay is reported. The Upper Mississippi is not 
dangerously high as yet, but it is getting up to an 


unusual height. At Eau Claire, the Chippewa and 
Eau Claire Rivers have attained a stage equaling 
that of last year. Bridges at that point were wrecked 
mater by & and travel was temporarily impeded, 

ut the damage thus far is not serious. Some of 
the houses upon the lowlands were inundated and 
the families compelled to move out. Several dams 
on the Upper Se 9 dye have been washed out, 
but the extent of the damage in that section is uot 
yet definitely known. On the North Fork adam 
went out and a large number of logs were let 
loose, but were caught in the lower booms. At 
La Crosse the water is so high that the mills have 
been obliged to shut down. At Black River Falls 
the riveris nearly 26 feet and still rising. Some 
dwellings are surrounded by water and the 
people are going around in canoes. Spauldiny’s 
big mill is in great danger, and will be carried out. 
It is reported that the bridge at the Dells dam has 
been swept away, and that all the dams in the 
tributaries to the Black River must go. The 
bridges in Chipmunk, Malmon, and Coon Valleys 
are nearly all out and many farms submerged. A 
number of mill-dams in those valleys have been 
swept away.

Two brothers, named John 
and James Picard, were killed, and damage to the 
extent of $7,000 was done. The explosion was 
caused by a lack of water in the boiler. 


ALBANY, Oct. 3.—Hiram Smith, of Port 
Jervis, a brakeman on the Susquehanna Railroad, 
to-day fell from a freight car at Quaker-street, and 
was run over by the train, crushing his legs so that 
they had to be amputated.

EARN AND THE NUMBER OF 
THEM. 
From the Boston Journal, Oct. 1. 

The number and diversity of vocations pur- 
raed by our female working population presents a 
feld of inquiry which is comparatively little ex- 
plored, a fact of which the eleventh annual report, 
rendered by Miss Jennie Collins, of Boffin’s Bower, 
isa timely reminder. The leading Boston industry 
for women is the manufacture of men’s clothing 
for the custom and sales goods. There are many 
dlasses of the former, graded according to quality 
of work. The custom coat-makers are those who 
do every part of the work on coats except press-' 
Ing, and earn a compensation of $12 to a week, 
The “bushel women” are paid by the week, and 
understand all parts of the trade. In this class of 
work speed is an essential as well as skill, the price 
of a “busheling job” to a customer being deter- 
mined according to the time taken to do the work. 
Vest-making is a neat and remunerative class 
of work, requiring skill and taste. One of the most 
undesirable is the making of custom pantaloons, 
the stitching of which has to be done by hand on 

.the four long seams, the two side pockets, watch-" 
pocket, and additional back pockets, requiring 
much outlay of labor. This clase of work was ad- 


vanced last Spring in some establishments from 
$1 50 to $2 a pair. The class of work which is

talled “custom-made sale” is subdivided into, |' 


pocket-makers, seamers, collar-makers, machine 
stitchers, button-hele-makers, finishers, and little 
“*trot’” girls. The duty of the last named is to 
carry the pieces from the machine operators and 
pressers to the seamstresses. The great centre of 
the jobbing clothing trade is Summer-street and 
vicinity. 

A high grade of industry for girls is that of com- 
positors, who are employed mainly on the types of! 
weekly papers and magazines. Their earnings’ 
range from $4 to $16 a week. It is stated that, 
there are about 1,500 in Boston, but there is never 
so large a number att work at one time. The 
women’s work on boots and shoes is subdivided in 
hmanner similar to the clothing. The girls have 
20 vacation, except from choice, as the work con-, 
tinues throughout the year without intermis- 
sion. The wages earned range from $7 to 
616 a week, the latter — being secured only 
by those of the best ability. That the varied 
industries which have sprung up for women of late 

ears have not caused the ranks of the house- 

eepers to be deserted is evidenced by the fact 
thet there are at present in Boston, according to 
the statistics of Col. Carroll D. Wright, 15,087 
domestics. Ia reference to the statement that 
there is no occasion to furnish free dinners to poor 
girls in Winter as there are so many families in the 
eountry in want of servants, Miss Jennie : Collins 
avers that when one shop discharges 50 on a Satur- 
day night and another 20, and so on, it is impossible 
to put them, one at a time, in a place in the country. 

According tothe statistics there are over 30,000 
shop-girls in Boston, and the inequality: of . natural 
gifts is exemplified in the fact that many of them, 
can earn $7 a week more easily: than others can: 
earn $3. Those of the working girls who come 
from the country may be ranged under two 
classes—the first of superior talent, who seek a 
broader. field of work than the country affords; 
and second, those who have been condemned by: 
the sentiment of their associates before leaving 
home. Some of the saleswomen, it is stated, are 
connected by kindred or marriage with the most 
flistingnished families in the State, and-one is the 
firect descendant of a distingaished Governor of 
Massachusetts. As a class, the working girls and 
women of Boston will compare we)l with any other 
plement in the community, and it may be said. that 
po city can present so large an array of those who, 
pursue their own ways of support without parting 
with their inherent delicacy and grace of nature.

DICKENS AND SCOTT “ EDITED.” 
London Dispatch to the Plymouth Mercury. 

The spirit of literary vandalism which*has 
sormmitted so much slaughter on the English classics, 
by the “editing and abridging” of Sir Walter: 
Scott’s novels by Miss§Braddon :{s not, it appears,. 
confined to what Carlyle: called ‘soribbling: 
women.” Mr. Charles H. Ross, after‘having been 
rendered callous by long-continnued perpetuations 
of bad jokes in Judy, has also gone on the war trail 
with tomahawk and scalping-knife, or, to speak, 


with more literal accuracy, scissors and paste. He 
Is about to favor the public with denuded and 
maimed editions of Charles Dickens, Charles 
Lever, Lord Lytton, Sir Walter Scott, Capt. 
Marryatt, and, as I suppose, every famous modern 
author the copyright of whose works has expired. 
Mr. Ross has given us his first installment inthe 
form of what, in the title-page, is described as 
“The Story of Oliver Twist, by Charles Dickens.” 
This consists of a 16-page novelette, which, 
(save the mark,) is described as ‘‘complete in 
Itself,” though it need not be said that the notions 
of Charles Dickens and his modern improver as to 
completeness appear to have been materially; 
different. The completeness of Mr. Charles Ross’s 
Dickens's ‘ Oliver Twist” consists chiefly in 
the fact that it has a beginning, a middle,’ 
and an end. In other respects many bean- 
tiful and artistic touches, which in the opinion 
of the critics made up the soul of the novel and 
staniped it with the peculiar genius of Dickens, are. 
wanting. The funniest part of the production, : 
however, is in the address ‘‘To my readers,” 
which Mr, Charles H. Ross publishes. The adapta-: 
tion of the stories, he says, has been ‘intrusted to: 
a selected staff of gentlemen of. taste and: ex- 
erience, “and I humbly look forward to a favora-.

VARIED LONDON TOPICS

FAIR TRADE, BOOKS, AND A NEW 
STAGE SUCCESS. 

®RANCE TAKING A SECOND THOUGHT ON 
THE TRADE TREATY QUESTION-—DR. RUS- 
SELL’S BOOK ON AMERICA—FIRST NIGHT 
OF MR. SIM8’S ‘‘THE LIGHTS O’ LON- 
DoK.”’ 

Loxpon, Sept. 16.—The French are ap- 
parently awakening to the fact that the Eng- 
ish Government isin earnestin refusing to 
renew the commercial treaty on French terms. 
The Gladstone Cabinet is fully alive to the 
public sentiment of England in regard to the 
grasping character of the French proposals. 
it is to the interest of both sides that ‘‘some- 
thing should be done.’’ Diplomatic efforts are 
therefore likely to be successful in reviving 
the lapsed nogotiations. I have good authori- 
ty for saying that the French have been given 
to understand, in an unofficial way, it is true, 
but emphatically, nevertheless, that prefer- 
ance in the way of duties would be accorded 
to Spanish and Portuguese over French wines 
f France persisted in her new tariff. A 
compromise is to be proposed, whether from 
France or England has not yet transpired. If 
the new treaty is no better than the last the 
present ‘‘fair trade’? movement will not 
be affected; but if the Gladstone par- 
ty could secure some _ special advan- 
tages the Fair Trade League would 
receive ashock. Many distinguished trading 
and agricultural names are being added to the 
eague. Mr. Bright to-day says that the 
wider England opens her ports the better; but 
st the same time he rather shows that he is 
also thinking what Mrs. Grundy would say of 
retaliatory tariff results. ‘‘ If we begin to put 
an duties atour ports,’ he says, ‘‘the protec- 
sionists from all other nations will say we are 
adopting their policy and admitting that our 
policy is umsound.” Touching the French | 
wWeaty, itis not improbable that other consid- 
rations besides fiscal ones may influence 
France in conciliating England somewhat. 
3ome of the Parisian journalists have lately 
seen pointedly hostile in their criticisms upon 
England; but the growing complications in 
Africa, the prospect of trouble in Egypt, and | 
the imperial meeting at Dantzic, are not cir- 
vumstamces which should encourage the 
French to slight the friendship of England. 
Recently I referred to the fact that a 

year ago there were significant sugges- 
tions on the part of certain influential 
German writers about France being called 
upon either to disarm or fight. Stating that 
there were reasons for believing that Prince 
Bismarck considers the time for France to 
muke this choice has arrived, I ventured to 
forecast the probability that the Dantzic con- 
ferences might lead toa diplomatic declaration 
of some kind, especially interesting to France. 
The news which the Berlin correspondent of 
the Morning Fost telegraphed yesterday | to 
London gives color to this view of the situa- 
tion. The /ost’srepresentative, who is usually 
well informed, says: ‘‘It is stated that Prince 
Bismarck having advised a general disarma- 
ment by Germany and the neighboring 
powers, Baron Buhler has submitted the phil- 
anthropic project to M. Gambetta, without, 
however, receiving the least reply.” 

_ With Spain and Italy estranged from 
France, with Tunis a far more difficult prob- 
em to solve than was imagined, with Egypt | 
most in revolt and England not on the best 
verms with her, France is peculiarly vulner- | 
able in the face of a Russo-German alliance. 
There are many curious, not to say dramatic, 
possibilities on the European cards; and iu } 
spite of, or by reason of, the declared pacific | 
policy of Liberal Governments in Engiana, | 
history shows that great European wars break 
out more frequently during Liberal adminis- 
trations than during the domination of Tory 
Governments.

They 
began by taking a terrible revenge in Yunnan; 
next they turned their attention to Kashgaria, 
which has once more passed under their sway, and 
more recently they have won a great diplomatic 
victory over Russia in the mutter of the Ili terri- 
tory. It has been a period of uniterrupted tri- 
umph for them, and they seem resolved upon an 
immediate settlement of all outstanding questions 
with the foreigner. They are not likely, therefore, 
to reopen the opium controversy now in a very 
accommodating spirit. They are better prepared 
than they have ever been before for resisting any 
attempt to coerce them into submission to our re- 
quirements. Their successes in Eastern Turkestan 
have brought them right up to our Indian frontier, 
and so shrewda people will not have missed the 
strategical value of their new position. In any fu- 
ture negotiations, therefore, they may be expected 
to present a bold front, and it will be necessary to 
treat them witha consideration which has not al- 
ways, we fear, been shown them in the past.

sold out, after which, the enterprise being en- 
tirely false, the company became bankrupt, 
and atco confiding public was the loser for 
the sum of 8,000,000f., which the three G’s and 
their acolytes pocketed. The shareholders 
turned crusty and attacked the Board of Di- 
rectors, otherwise the aforesaid syndicate; 
suit was brought against them, and they have 
been sentenced to refund, in 
strictly defined proportions.

NEw-LEXINGTON, Ohio, Sept. 29.—The late 
President has relatives living in this town, Samuel 
Arnold, one of our principal townsmen and pro- 
prietor of the Depot Flouring Mills, 
cousin of Eliza Garfield. The old lady, in years 
past, has made a number of visits to her relatives 
living here. James has also visited the family of 
Samuel Arnold, but not sinve the latter removed 
to this place. 

Tt will not be out of place to give some facts in 
relation to the eventful career of the aged mother 
and almost idolized son, upon whom the eyes of 
the whole eivilized world have been turned, as 
they were never turned upon motherand son be- 
fore. Eliza Ballou anda sister, about 1820, by the 
death of their parents, were left alone in the world 
and unprovided for, so far as the inheritance or 
possession of property was concerned, Prefer- 
ing to live among relatives, one went to reside 
With an uncle in Northern Ohio, and the other, 
Eliza, came to another uncle, the father of Samuel 
Arnold, who then lived onafarm near Norwich, 
Muskingum Couniy, Ohio. ‘There Eliza Baliou 
made her home, cheerfully helping at the house or 
in the field, as was then sometimes the custom in 
@ pioneer country. Having something more than 
what et that day was an ordinary education, Eliza 
procured about 20 pupils and taught a Summer | 
school, The school-house was one of the most 
primitive kind, and stood inthe edge of a dense 
sand heayily timbered woods. One day there came 
up a fearful storm of wind and rain, accom- 
panied by thunder and lightning. The woods was 
badly wreckei, but the wind left the old log 
school-house uninjured. Not so the lightning. A 
bolt struck a tree that projected closely over 
the roof and then the roof of the building 
itself. Some of the pupils were greatly alarmed, 
and no doubt thought it the crack of doom or 
day of judgment. teacher, as calm and 
collected as possible, tried to quiet her 
pupils and keep them in their places. A man who 
was one of the pupils, in speaking of the occur- 
rence, says that for a little while he gemembered 
nutbing, and then he looked around and saw the 
teacher and all the pupils lying dead on the fioor, 
as he thought. Presently the teacher began to 
move a little, and rose to herfeet. Then, one by 
one, the pupils got up, with a single exception. 
Help, medical and otherwise, was obtained as 
soon as possible for this one, and, though life was 
saved for a time, reason had forever tled. This

he has still been able to devise 
struct his engines, start a comparatively in- 
significant business, and develop it until it 
seems likely to be a most important one, en- 
ters into the domain of the purest 
genius, 

It is curious, in discussing a subject of this 
character, to discover how the first germ was 
planted, and how in time ithas grown. Mr. 
J. B. Herreshoff, who is to-day in the primo of 
life, some 40 years old, when a boy was 
especially fond of sailing. With this early 
taste for boating he acquired, when a child, a 
fair knowledge of modeliag light craft, and 
also turned his attention to mechanics. These 
tastes cxme im a straight line from his father, 
who was fairly familiar with these matters. 
As early as 1963 James 8. Herreshoff made 
some models of light craft, and about this 
time built a small yacht for Mr. Thomas Clap- 
ham, of Roslyn, Long Island. In 1864, when 
the late Gen. Burnside gave up the making of 
rifles, Mr. Herreshoif bought the building and 
plant of the factory at Bristol, intend- 
ing te convert it into a  Loat-building 
establishment, where, by means of machinery, 
all the parts of a light boat could be made. In 
1866-7, having not only an eye (though a blind 
one) to the excellence of the models to be used, 
but to the workmanship and the cost, quite a 
thriving business was done in small rowing 
and saii boats. There was a good demand not 
only for working but for pleasure craft of 
small size. As many as 1,500 boats were built 
up to 1870, before the first craft to be worked 
by power was thought of. In 1869 one of the 
brothers graduated at the Technological In- 
stitute of Boston as an engineer, and went to 
work to perfect himself ia his profession with 
the Corliss Machine Company. The ideacame 
to him, which he submitted to his brother, 
that since the hulls made by them were not 
only excellent im imodei but in material, 
they should build small engines for their boats. 
A first little steamer was launched in 1870, 
with a compact engine and boiler, but it 
did not differ materially from those in com- 
mon use. 

In 1871 the Herreshoff brothers constructed 
the tirst of the menhaden steam fishing-boats 
onthe old system of engine and boiler, which 

roved wonderfully successful, and was the 

eginninge of that fleet of menhaden vessels 
which now numbers over 100. 

It was in 1873-4 that Mr. James B. Her- 
reshoff first had his attention directed to the 
coil generator. ‘‘This was not new,” said 
Mr. Lewis Herreshoff; ‘‘not invented by my 
brother. I think itis French; but it was the 
adaptation and details which were original.” 

Now, suppose, without entering too much 
into mechanical details, that your correspond- 
ent should briefly explain some of the main 
points of the Herreshoff system. in a small 
craft the great necessities are that the ma- 
chinery shall neither be cumbersome nor 
heavy ; that it shall be worked readily, be as 
safe as possible, be free from complications; 
that the consumption of fuel shall be small, 
and, with all this, that the greatest speed pos- 
sible shall be attainable. ‘Inere are many 
minor points which need only be touched on, 
such as rapeay in creating the power and free- 
dom from racking or straining. 

At Wood’s Holl ena late occasion, as on a 
prior one last year, a small Herresholf 
steam launch attached to the United 
States Fish Commission steamer Fishhawk 
allowed full opportunities of examina- 
tion. “The one thing,” said the officer 
in command of the steam-ship, ‘ that 
a man must do with one of these launches is 
to unlearn all he has been taught before. In 
the ordinary school of engineers we are taught 
to ‘beware of putting cold water im contact 
with hot metal, and in a Herreshoff tubular 
boiler itis just the contrary, for we place at 
once cold water in contact with the hot metal.” 

The celerity with which this power can be 
brought into play was made at once evident, 
The fires in this launch’s boiler had been 
banked. The damper was closed until it was 
apparent that there was but a coal orso hot.

In 18738 
that very ciever boat, the Leila, was buiit for 
agentieman in Haltimore, She was 100 feot 
in leugth, 15 feet wide, drew 5 feet, and had a 
maximum speed of 18 miles an hour, Now 
the British Admiralty was awakened, and 
wanted, too, some boats with great speed, and 
a torpedo-boat of GU feet was ordered as an 
illustration of the system.

1850 and 1581 the British Admiralty wanted 
more boats, and had two vidette boats, 45 feet 
long, 9 feet wide, and 5 feet deep, to carry men 
anda Gatling gun, Capt. W. Arthur, C. B., 
was sent to Bristol to inspect them, and these 
little craft made easily their 15.58 knots per 
hour. 

But the European demand for vidette, tor- 
pedo, and other boats was so constant that it 
became necessary that one of the firm should 
go abroad, and for the last year Mr. James 
Brown Herreskoff has been living in England.

1 On tne 2d of July of this year, a series of com- 


petitive trials (which have somehow escaped 
publicity on our side) took piace at Ports- 
mouth, ingland, under the direction of the Brit- 
ish Admiralty. Against the Yankee boat was

S. White, of Cowes, whose reputation was 
the first in England for small, swift steamers, 
In tho trials the result was as follows: ‘The 
Herreshotf boat made 15.10 knots per hour, the 
White boat 12.51, To-day the work for for- 
eign Governments keeps the Hristol shop up 
to its fullest capacity, for England, France, 
and Egypt have all sentin orders during this 
year. Astothe pleasure yachts, the demand 
for them is constantly on the increase. If the 
triumphs of the Madge as a sailing craft have 
taught us a most useful lesson, at least for 
steam yachts or launches we can still beat the 
world. 

Again we must expatiate not much in 
rogard to the special skill aisplayed in the con- 
struction of the machinery and huils of these 
Bristol builders as on that admirable patience 
which has allowed men without sight to 
achieve such marked success. Such an exam- 
ple of this seems to set at defiance the loss of 
that which to us who enjoy ali God’s blessings 
would be the greatest of al! personal calamities. 

‘Tf,’ said a United States officer to your 
correspondent, ‘* you saw Mr. James Herres- 
hoff on board of one of his launches when she 
was going, you never could imagine but that 
he was endowed with sight. Once he gets his 
proper bearings, near the engine, though it 
may be clattering along with the greatest ra- 
pidity, his hand and fingers toueh every part 
while itis in motion,and you forget, such is 
his certainty, that the slightest mistake might 
endanger his hand. The perceptive faculties 
are at their extremest point of education. 
Though he is stone blind, Mr. James Brown 
Herreshoff appreciates every single portion of 
his engine, andin his mind knows the exact 
relation of every part to the other.” 

While in England this same gifted man is 
seid to have steered his own boat on some of 
her trials. Imagine something,of this kind. 
This little vessel driven at her utmost speed 
right up to a heavy stone quay. One foot 
more and she will crash against this obstacle 
and stave iz her bow. But witha turn ofa 
lever in atwinkling Mr. Herreshoff reverses the 
engine, and she backs again unharmed. With 
a sense of distance, that thorough acquaintance 
of time which only a metronome could 
impart, he has estimated every pulsation of 
the steam exhaust—the exact revolutions of 
the rapidly whirling serew—and the little 
craft is as safely handled as if she were in 
charge of a pilot who had the sharpest, keenest 
eyes. Facts like these, of a man’s triumph 
over physical misfortune, mast bring their 
consolation to the unfortunate, and even this 
might be deduced, that from the brain alone is 
derived that greater power which achieves suc- 
cess.

On the contrary, its in 
fluence was mast wide-spread when its highest 
products seemed to spring spontaneously from 
the feelings of the age; when the temple or 
the cathedral, the heroic statue or the religious 
picture, were in close accord with the ideas 
and the aspirations of the people in the midst 
of whom they were created. And would it 
not be a delusion to suppose thet the excite 
ment which is bubbling up about us is com. 
parable in depth to the ardor that illumined 
the greater epochs? There is certainly na 
parallel within our experience to the enthu. 
siasm with which all Athens hailed the com- 
pletion of the Parthenon, to the reverence 
with which all Florenee accompanied Cima- 
bue’s Madonna from the studio to the church, 
to the sorrow with which the Romans gazed 
on Raphael’s last picture as it stood above hig 
coffin.’”’

HEAD-QUARTERS ARMY OF THE UNITED STATES, { 
WasHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 20, 1881. | 
Col. R. H. 1. Goddard, Providence, &. i.: 

My Dear Stn—Gen. Parke has just handed me 
your letter of Sept. 18, and I:assure you that it 
would be to me a labor of love to pen an order in 
honor of Gen. Burnside, whose death was nearly 
as much felt hereas at his own homein Rnode 
Island. it would eqaailly please me to order guns 
to be fired, flags carried at half-mast, and mourn 
ing worn by officers and regimental cvulors, but it 
would not be lawfuland right. Burnside was ta 
us «a beloved comrade and a General, who, like 
80 many others, had left the Army and cast 
his fortunes among citizens and Senators. His 
torically a General, he was at the time of his 
death a Senator, and lam sure werelfrom par- 
tiality to order military honors for himin the 
Army the Senate would hold metoanaccount. I 
can find no precedent, and were Ito undertake to 
establish one, we would be overwhelmed by other 
eases, it may be not as strong, still there are othet 
Generals of volunteers, whose families, friends, and 
neighbors would demand similar notice.

MINISTER FOSTER’S WISH TO RESIGN. 
From the Indianapolis Journal, Sept. 24. 

The Hon. John W. Foster, Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary of the United States to Russia, was at the 
New-Denison yesterday, and conversed with a rep 
resentative of the Journal, Mr. Foster said that 
he had been in St. Petersburg for over a year, and 
had enjoyed the best of health and a pleasant s0- 
journ, notwithstanding the fact that during the en- 
tire period of his residence there he had lived, as 
it were, in the very presence of death. The day 
after his arrival at the Russian capita! the Empress 
died at Ems, on the very day on which he was to 
have been presented to the Czar. The Court wae 
ordered into mourning for six months, and a short 
time after the mourning was doffed‘Alexander LI. 
met his fate at the hands of the Nikilist assassin, 
The Court was thereupon again ordered inte 
mourning for one year. In June Mr. Foster re 
eeived leave of absence, and left for this country, 
arriving at New-York the day after the removal o! 
the President to Long Branch, and now, after a 
stay of comparatively brief daration, ne finds this 
Nation in mourning. The Minister stated that 
some time ago he had asked to be relieved by the 
United States Government, feeling that he had 
been in the diplomatic service as long as he cared 
to remain, but that his resignation had not bees 
accepted, forthe reason that a great number of 
changes had already been made in the service, and 
it was not desirable to place too many new and in: 
experienced men in the service at one time. How- 
ever, he expected to retire next Spring, and will 
return to this country and engage in business. He

The statue of the child-hero, Joseph Bara, 
has been erected in the church square at Palaiseau, 
on which a chateau of tLe Condés, in which he wat 
born and reared, looks down.

She 
was a widow when her son, at the age of 12, en- 
rolled himself as a volunteer, His head had " taken 
fire’ at a patriotic meeting where Carnot’s appeal 
for 450.000 men was read before him. The a 
learned to play the fife and drum and furbishe 
the arms and cleaned the horse of a Major of 
Spahis who had fouzht in India under Bussy. 

This officer “le petit tambour” followed to La 
Vendée. To harass and throw the enemy off the 
track, this Major often sent his little drummei 
runnisg through the docage to beat here and theré 
the drum or sound the fife. Bara was one dav sur 
prised by a band of peasants. He was a boy ot 
deticate features and aristocratic air. The Ven- 
deans thought him some nobleman’s child who had 
been perverted, and told him that if he cried 
“Vive le Roi!’ they would let him off. He am 
swered by beating his drum. ‘Are you deaf” 
roared a@ country brute, who took aim at him, 
“I'm a republican,” replied tne boy. ‘* Ah! young 
brigand, have a care? Give up your drumming 
and, like us, cry ‘Vive Je Roi!” “Vive ls 
République |” cried Bara. Twenty firelocks wer¢ 
discharged ut him, and he fell dead. Horrified at 
the execution. the Vendeans fled. But some ol 
them returned. picked up the corpse, and_respect- 
fully bore it totke camp of the Blues. The con- 
vention decreed a pension to Bara’s mother, and 
ordered that an engraving of the little drummer’s 
execution should be made and hung up in every 
primary school to show whatachiid can do when 
inspired by a noble sentiment. Chenier, in “ Le 
Chant de Départ.” alluded to Bara’s execution, and 
David, (d’Angers,) who found one of the engrav- 
ings ordered by tne convention, chose his death aq 
a subject for his chisel in 1837. The statue at Palai- 
seau represents the youthful hero in the uniform 
ofahussar.

EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 


KILLED BY A POLICEMAN. 
& MAN 8HOT WHILE ABOUT TO THROW A 


HEAVY STONE AT AN OFFICER. 


A little after 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
®fficer Peter Nugent, of the Twenty-second Pre- 
sinct, shot and killed a young man named Dennis 
Baxter, whom he had been trying to arrest, but 
‘who had escaped and was about to hurl a large 
stone down upon the officer from a high ledge of 
rock. The particular locality in whieh this incl- 
dent occurred is regarded as crime-ridden and dan- 
gerous. There is an organization of lawless 
fellows in that vicinity styled the Red 
Btar Club, and Baxter was a member, 
He ‘had no occupation, and _ the Police 
say that he was a reckless, dishonest fellow. 
The club’s head-quarters were at No. 623 West 
Forty-sixth-street, a partly improved neighbor- 
hood. The house is one of four tenement-houses, 
Nos, 621 to 627, and the inhabitants of these houses 
are constantly in trouble with the Police, and 
when an officer is unwary, or makes an arrest, 
bricks and other missiles, which are kept on the 
roofs, arethrown at him. On Sunday, Officer Nu- 
gent, who has been a member of the force five 
years, and whose character is excellent, incurred 
‘the ill-will of the ruffianly element of the neighbor- 
hood by arresting George Woods, who, on the 18th 
of August, took part ina cowardly assault on Pa- 
trolman Tracy, of the Twenty-second Precinct. 
Tracy on this occasion was wounded and tempo- 
rarily disabled. Nugent locked Woods up, and he 
‘was yesterday held in $1,000 bail at the Yorkville 
Police Court. When Nugent returned to his post 
after locking Woods up, he heard an alarm rap, 
and found Officer Maione, of the same command, 
‘bleeding from wounds in the head. The latter 
‘was passing Nos. 623 and 625 West Forty- 
Bixth-street, when a cry of “Give it to 
the cop; let the —— have it” was raised, 
pod he was pelted with ail sorts of missiles. 
Nugent arrived just as several young vagabonds 
were about to kick and beat Malone. They fied, 
but Nugent caught Andrew Stone, of No. 623 West 
Forty-sixth-street, and he was yesterday sent to 

he Island for six months. After arresting Stone, 

ugent searched for a man named Yachtman, who 
was seen to throw a stone at Malone, but he 
evaded arrest. Yesterday afternoon Nugent 
Jearned that Yachtman was in the neighborhood 
pf West Forty-sixth-street and looked forhim. He 
Baw him near the tenement-houses, and, together 
‘with Officer James Doorley, puraued him to the 
North River, where the fellow took refuge in the 

orty-sixth-street sewer. Nugent and Doorley 
tried to catch him, but they were unable to go 
more than a few feet from the mouth of the sewer, 
jand, as it was probable that Yachtman knew it 
fwell and would escape up the street through an 
lopening known only to himself and his associates, 

he officers abandoned the pursuit. Just as they 
were going to leave the mouth of the sewer Nu- 
pont looked up and saw Baxter standing on the 
jbank above him with a club in one hand anda 

tone in the other. Nugent asked him what 
he was doing there, and Baxter, drop- 

ing the stone and the club, muttered, 
“Only loafing saround.’” While Nugent and 
WDoorley were getting up the bank Baxter 
siunk away. The officers then walked east on the 
south side of Forty-sixth-street, and were nearing 
the tenement-houses, when a laborer hailed them 
and advised them to walk on the other side of the 
street. The oflicers disregarded the warning, and 
jcontinued on until they came to the tenement- 
fhouses. There aman, who led a child by the hand, 
ladvised them not to pass the houses, but the offti- 
cers drew their revolvera, and, keeping a sharp 
jJook-out, walked on, Nugent being ahead. Beyond 
‘the tenement-houses is a ledge of rocks, and as Nu- 
@ent passed the last house he caught a glimpse of a 
fman standing on the ledge partly hidden by a huge 
‘boulder. It was Baxter, and it is believed that he 
mid not know that Nugent had seen him. as when 
‘the officer was within 15 feet of him and under the 
jedge, he stood up, lifted a large stone above his 
head, and was about to launch it at the officer, 
fwhen Nugent, quick as a flash, pointed his pistol 
jand fired. Baxter received the bullet in the region 
of the heart and fell on the ledge. When the offi- 
eers got up to him he still held the stone which he 
‘was about to throw at Nugent. He died in five 
minutes. The body was carried to the station- 
jhouse in West Forty-seventb-street. In Baxter's 
trousers pocket was found a six-chambered self- 
cocking Colt’s revolver. Coroner Knox was noti- 
fied, and Nugent was piaced under arrest. He said 
that Baxter had threatened to take his life, and 
that knowing him to bea desperate fellow, he fired 
‘when-he saw him raise the stone.

Secretary Biaine at Augusta, Me., and another to 
the State Department in Washington on Saturday 
last, and on the evening of that day counsel per- 
sonally handed the memorialto President Arthur 
in this City, calling his attention to its importance, 
and requesting that early action be taken upon it. 
The document reviews the evidence in the case, 
which .was taken before Commissioner Osborn, 
the substance of which was printed in THe Times 
while the proceedings were in progress. After the 
Commissioner had rendered his decision that there 
vas ground for holding the prisoner as Esposito, 
the Italian brigand, his counsel, the memorial says, 
gave notice to the court and tothe attorneys of 
the Italian Government that they should apply for 
Breview of the proceedings by the, President, who 
was then dying at Long Branch. Notwithstanding 
this-notice, a warrant of extradition was secretly 
secured from the State Department on Monday, 
Sept. 19, and the prisoner was on the high seas on 
his way to Italy before his counsel knew that any 
proceedings other than those before Commissioner 
Osborn had been taken. This closing act in the 
transaction is thus referred to in the memorial: 
“The warrant of surrender was received in New- 
York on Tuesday morning by Messrs. Coudert Broth- 
ers, the attorneys and counselors of the Italian Gov- 
ernment, who have hadcharge of the case from the 
beginning. Mr. John N. Lewis, an attorney at law, 
and an employe in their office, who had assisted in the 
case, was sent to the office of the Marshal of tne 
United States to induce the latter to hold the accused 
Bubject to the order of the Chargé d’Affaires of Italy, 
at the same time making a special request that the 
fact that a warrant had been issued be kept secret, 
The reason offered for this extraordinary request was 
that information had been received by him, or some 
pne else acting for the Italian Government, ‘ from 
Rome’ that there was to be an effort made to forcibly 
rescue the prisoner! This device, transparent as it 
vas, proved successful. The injunction of secrecy 
vas observed to the end by the few persons to whom 
the secret was revealed. Even when the officers who 
were charged with taking the prisoner to the shi 
called for him, and he appeared surprised and startled, 
pome one, in order to deceive him and quiet his fears, 
* told him he was only to be taken to the court. The 
secret was not only kept from his counsel, but even 
rom his wife, anda final parting between her and 
er husband studiously prevented.” 


Great stress is laid in the memorial upon the fact 
Ahat evidence introduced by the Italian Govern- 
— to the effect that Esposito was in Italy as 
Jate as Dec. 16 or 17, 1879, was allowed by the Com- 
missioner to be withdrawn after the defense had 
plready proved that Rebello was living in New-Or- 
leans prior to the yellow fever epidemic of 1878. 
There were Commissioners and Federal courts in 
New-Orleans who could have heard the case, and 
the bringing of Rebello here, away from 
hisSfriends and witnesses, was simply an 
outrage. He was, in effect, kidnapped without 
suthority of law. The secret and stealthy manner 
kn which the accused was hurried out of the coun- 
try, with no opportunity to confer with his eoun- 
fel; or even to bid farewell to his helpless wife or 
more helpless child, is declared to be cruel and 
ebocking. The whole transaction shows that it 
‘was not the danger of a forcible reseue in New- 
York reported from Rome, but scrutiny of the 
case by the department at Washington, which was 
feared and sought to be forestailed. In conclusion, 
fhe memorial says: 

“By theunlawful seizure of our client in New-Or 
sxeans and bringing him here, out of the reach of his 
witnesses—by the determination of the Commissioner 
to hold him here and dispose of the case in the ub- 
pence of at least 18 important witnesses who would 
have testified in his behaif, and by the virtual sup- 
pression of important evidence in his favor put on 
record by his accusers, he has been deprived of a fair 
bearing in the first instance. By the indecent haste 
evith which the warrant of surrender was obtained 
while the Sper for it knew that the State De- 
partment, if it granted it, would do so in ignorance of 
most important facts, and the secret, cruel, and 
crafty manner in which that warrant was executed, 
the grossest bo | and injustice was done him, and 
he was deprived of the opportunity of having his case 
icliberately passed upon by the executive Seertty, 
to which be had the undoubted right to appeal. It 
is not our province to suggest what action the Gov- 
ernment of the United States may feel cailed upon to 
take in vindieation of its own dignity or authority, 
but, on behalf of ourclient, we respectfully but ear- 
nestly ask that the wrong done him be redressed in 
the only way in which it can be done, by requiring his 

eturn.to this country, where the question of his lia- 

bility to extradition can be fairly and properly deter- 
mined. We finaily submit this matter to you, and 
throngh you to the President, not doubting that such 
action will be taken as will assure the thousands of 
our foreign-born residents and the multitudes who 
are flocking to our shores, and thus placing them- 
selves and their families under the protection of a 
Government which has hitherto been distinguished 
fora just and impartial execution of its laws, that 
these laws are nota snare and a mockery when in- 
voked in their behalf.”

THE MICHIGAN SUFFERERS. 
RBVIL EFFECT OF THE QUARREL AMONG 
MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The quarrel among the members of the 
Michigan Relief Committee has had its natural ewl 
effect upon subscriptions. Yesterday’s contriba- 
tions did not reach $1,000, Mr. E. C. Carleton, 
Chairman of the Port Huron Committee, in re- 
sponse to a telegraphio inquiry from Treasurer 
Dowd, reports thatin that city on Saturday the 
funds on hand amounted to $98,729 66. Having 
received this information, ‘Treasurer Dowd 
consulted with President Crosby and de- 
cided that, with such an  wunexpended 


sum in the treasury, Port Huron had 
no need for immediate remittances of moneys 
from this City. The resolution of the Executive 
Committee adopted on Saturday, directing that 
$13.000 be at once forwarded to Port Huron, was 
diseussed, and the conclusion was reached that the 
provision made by the General Committee, leaving 
the distributionof the funds entirely at the discre- 
tion of the President, Treasurer, and Secretary, 
could not be abrogated by any special resolutions 
adopted by a sub-committee. Mr. Crosby, the 
President, and Mr. Dowd, the Treasurer, agreed 
that no moneys should be forwarded at 
present to Port Huron, and Secretary Mac- 
Donald was so informed. The Secretary held 
opinions at variance with those of his colleagues. 
He was certain that the sufferers were in gr®at 
need of immediate assistance, and he argued that, 
aside from the question of urgent need, the resolu- 
tion of the Executive Committee demanded atten- 
tion and should be obeyed without delay. Shortly 
after he had learned of the decision of the Presi- 
dent and Treasurer he said to a Times reporter: 
“This trouble is not growing leas, but the cause of 
the gi cenag: & does not liewith me. I greatly regret 
that there should be the slightest jar in our work, 
but Mr. Crosby and Mr. Dowd are foreing 
the fight. They refuse to obey the explicit in- 
structions of the Executive Committee, and are 
withholding money wrich they have been spe- 
cially and emphatically directed to forward to 
Port Huron. If they persist in their refusal—set- 
ting themselves up as sole authority—this commit- 
tee will be very promptly disbanded, and quite 
properly, too. I predict, Sir, that if the action of 
the committee is not honored at once and the com- 
mittee’s orders executed, Mayor Grace will ap- 
point a new committee within 24 hours—a eom- 
mittee composed of the best citizens of New- 
York—a committee which will allow no two men 
to arrogate to themselves supreme control of its 
affairs, appropriating aecording to their own 
whims all the funds contributed.”

CIGAR-PACKERS ON A STRIKE, 

The cigar-packers at David Beir & Co.’s fac- 
tory, Nos. 96 and 98 Reade-street, struckByesterday 
for higher wages. General dissatisfaction ap- 
peared, however, to prevail among the strikers for 


other causes, principally based on complaints 
against the management of the shop and the em- 
ployment by the firm of non-union hands. One of 
the disaffected men, of whom several were stand- 
ing about the street door of the establishment, 
said: ** We only want fairplay. Mr. Beiris giving 
only $1 13 and $1 25 per thousand for packing, 
while other houses pay anywhere from $1 50 to $2 
per thousand. We struck mainly on this account. 
There was trouble in the work-room, cigars were 
missing from our tables, and other annoyances, and 
we concluded to leave. We have no particular 
fault to find with Mr. Beir; he always treated us 
well enough, but the matter is out of our hands 
now.”’ The Executive Council of the union called 
on the proprietors in the afternoon and requested 
an interview for the purpose of settling the oon- 
troversy. The firm, however, refused to confer 
with them on the subject, stating it would have no 
dealings with outsiders. Mr. David Beir said yes- 
terday to a TimEs reporter: “These meu don’t 
know their own minds; they don’t know when 
they are well off. This house pays its hands as 
much as other houses; if it did not it could not get 
good work done. But I will not be dictated to by 
any working wan’s union.”

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HEAD TAX ON IMMIGRANTS. 
THE SUIT AGAINST THE INMAN COMPANY 
ARGUED YESTERDAY. 

The suit in the name of the People of the 
State against the Inman Steam-ship Company, to 
recover $12,000 as the aggregate of inspection fees 
due, uader a law passed by the last Legislature, 
upon 12,000 immigrants brought into this port by 
the defendant corporation, was before Judge Van 
Brunt, in the Common Pleas, Svecial Term, yester- 
day, upon a demurrer to the complaint. Ex-Judge 
Ashbel Green supported the demurrer, and Messrs. 
Lewis and George N. Sanders opposed it. 


Its grounds were that the action was 
improperly brought by the Commissioners of Emi- 
gration through their special attorneys instead 
of through the Attorney-General, and that the in- 
spection impost was unconstitutional. Ex-Judge 
Green argued that, although the statute upon 
which the action is based authorized the Commis- 
sioners of Emigration to sue in the name of tho 
people, it did not authorize them to sue through 
their own attorneys, and that if it did so authorize 
them their complaint should specify the authority. 
In reply to this argument it was contended that the 
Commissioners were empowered to employ their 
own attorneys, and that it was not neces- 
sary to allege their authority in the com- 
plaint. Upon the question of constitution- 
ality, ex-Jndge Green argued that’ the 
inspection impost was similar to the head-money 
tax decided by the United States Supreme Court 
in 1849 to be unconstitutional, and the commuta- 
tion tax held to be unconstitutional in 1875. He 
insisted that immigrants were not “imports,” and 
were, therefore, outside that section of the United 
States Constitution which provides that ‘no 
State shall, without the consent of Congress, lay 
any imposts, or duties on imports or exports, 
except what may be absolutely necessary 
in executing its inspection laws.” The Messrs. 
Sanders contended that the very cases in 
which the head money and commutation 
taxes were decided to be unconstitutional were 
authorities for the levying of the inspection im- 
posts, because in those cases it was held that the 
taxes were levied upon the importation of immi- 
grants alone, and not for their inspection. The 
present act was constitutional, for the reason that 
it provided for the inspection of immigrants and 
the collection of fees therefor, and it did not im- 
pose a tax upon the assumption that the State has 
aright to exclude immigrants by levyinga pro- 
hibitory impvust upon them as such. The inspec- 
tion of immigrants, it was asserted by the Messrs. 
Sanders, was made necessary by the importation 
of paupers, lunatics, criminals, and diseased per- 
sons by the steam-ship companies. It was wi. hin 
the powers and duties of the State, and its exer- 
cise and a charge therefor were in conformity 
with the acts of Congress as to foreigners and the 
foreign treaties of the United States. Judge Van 
Brunt reserved his decision.

THE SPOILS SYSTEM. 
WHAT THE REV. WAYLAND HOYT THINES 
OF IT. 

The Rev. Dr. Wayland Hoyt, of Brooklyn, 
was the principal speaker at the conference, yes- 
terday, of Baptist preachers, at No. 9 Murray- 
street. He spoke mainly upon the subject of 
prayer and its desirability in the case of President 
Garfield. It had been agreed by many that prayer 
had wholly failed in this instance, and was bound 
to fail from the beginning, because the track of 
the bullet was such that life could not have 
been saved by human skill. If the laws 


of the universe, he said, were stable, 
and they must be for its successful existence, 


was not fate—it was intelligence controlled by 
loving reasons. ‘‘Some such terrible shock,” con- 
tinued Dr. Hoyt, ‘‘as the assassination of President 
Garfield might have been needed in order that the 
American people should be startled to aylearer 
view of the canker eating out the Na- 
tion’s life, and which would prove’ the 
destruction of the country if the hideous spoils 
system was not stopped. If President Arthur, in 
the face of this most awful Providence, should take 
into his close council or put into a prominent posi- 
tion in office that man, who, in this State, incar- 
nates the hideous name, and which I need not 
mention, (and though I speak it with wonder and 
horror, the only man, North or South, who has 
stood by with mute lips,) then there ought to go 
up from the people, press, and pulpit a protest 
long and loud, and let it be known that the seat of 
the President is in the gift of the people and that 
he is their servant.” (Great Applause. ‘‘ The best 
place to rebuke the spoil system,”’ concluded Dr. 
Hoyt, ‘is to rebuke it in the person of its repre- 
sentative.”

RUST ON A SAFETY-VALVE. 

Mr. Lewis W. Lyne, a mechanical expert, 
has been making some experiments with the safety- 
valve of Bulman & Brown’s boiler, which, exploding 
on the morning of Sept. 13, made a flying trip from 
the dry-docks at the foot of Essex-street to a point 
1,000 feet up the street, killing two men and injur- 
ing several other. The whole difficuity, it is now 
seen, lay with the safety-valve, which became 
fastened by rust to its seat. Mr. Lyne’s experi- 
ment with the valve at the Scevens Institute, in 
Hoboken, yesterday. showed that, while the safety- 
valve ought to yield toapressure of its own 
weight, (perhaps three pounds,) it took an actual 
pressure of 3,200 pounds to raise it.

The ** Johnny” O’Brien and *‘ Bob” McCord 
crowd, who assume to control the Republican 
Party in the Seventh Senatorial District, and whose 
repeated bargains with crafty Demoeratic mana- 
gers in that portion of the City have caused 
a great majority of Republicans there to 
hope that the machine may be crushed be- 
fore many days, are now fiuttering over 
another prospective deal.

The 
assertion has been freely made and never contra- 
dicted that on the day following the shooting of 
President Garfield the initiation fee in the John J. 
O’Brien Assoe¢istion (named in honor of the 
Cierk of the Bureau of Elections) was 
raised from a small amount to _ $50. 
Among the members of this club Assemblyman 
John E. Brodsky sits in the front row. Brodsky is 
a very young man—perhats the most youthful one 
in the Assembly. He was the obedient pupil of 
* Johnny” O’Brien, and is chiefly distinguished for 
his defiant attitude against the people when they 
last Winter clamored for clean streets. He was at 
that time at the beck and nod of President 
Stephen B, French, of the Police Department, 
as well as in the service of O’Brien 
He was merely their representative in the Legisla- 
ture and continues in their service. It is proposed 
this year by O’Brien to transform Brodsky into a 
State Senator to succeed Eidman, who, it is al- 
leged, has represented the Seventh Senatorial Dis- 
trictin the Legislature for the past two years 
Brodsky bas anuncle, John A. Dinkel, now Civil 
Justice for the Fourth Judicial District. Dinkel 
is carried on the rolls of the Committee of One 
Hundred as a member of that faction of the Demo- 
cratic Party. He isacandidate for re-election to 
his present position, but it is by no means likely 
that he could be elected without the aid of the Re- 
publican machine. In his distress he has appealed 
to O’Brien for help. Both Dinkel and O’Brien have 
been picnic friends for years, and O’Brien has con- 
sented, it is said, to look out for *‘poor Dinkei.” 
Robert G. McCord, familiarly known as ‘* Bob,” 
and the shadow of O’Brien, isthe clerk for Judge 
Dinkel, notwithstanding the fact that Dinkel is 
a Democrat and McCord is a Republican. 
Just as the Republicans of this judicial dis- 
trict had determined that it was high time that 
one of their own party should succeed Dinkel as 
the Civil Justice, this deal has been disclosed to 
them.
